Highway Department 
Aims to Resell 18-

JEFFERSON CITY, June 4— 
The Missouri Highway Depart- 
ment condemned more land than 
it needed for the right of way 
of the proposed circumferential 
expressway through Greenbriar 
Hills Country Club, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned today. The excess 
land, 18 acres, was obtained 
with the intention of reselling it, 
Robert L. Hyder, chief counsel 
for the department, said. 

“I think this land will bring 
at least $7000 or $8000 an acre 
from real estate developers,’’ he 
added. 

This would be about $2600 an 
acre less than the average price 
paid the country club owners 
for all the 33.04 acres obtained 
by the highway department. The 
land was acquired by the depart- 
ment in October 1958 through 
condemnation proceedings for 
$350,000, or $10,600 an acre. 

The Greenbriar club is using 
the money paid it by the state 
to purchase and cevelop 53 acres 
of adjacent land, 20 acres more 
than it- had originally, a spokes- 
man for the club said. 

What Constitution Says. 

Hyder told the Post-Dispatch 
the department has authority to 
obtain excess property under 
Section 27 of Article 1 of the 
Missouri Constitution. 

This section provides that the 
state may acquire through con- 
demnation such property in ex- 
cess of that actually to be oc- 
eupied by the public improve- 
ment, or used in connection with 
it, “‘as may be reasonably neces- 
sary to effectuate the purposes 
intended.””. It also authorizes the 
resale of such property “with 
such restrictions as shall be ap- 
propriate to preserve the im- 
p.ovements made.” 

Hyder said he does not believe 
the qualifying phrase in the sec- 
tion, ‘‘as may be reasonably nec- 
essary to effectuate the purposes 
intended,” limits the amount of 
excess property the highway de- 
partment might obtain through 
condemnation. 

Other attorneys told a reporter 
the phrase ‘definitely’ was a 


limitation. One lawyer with much | 


experience in condemnation pro- 
ceedings said, ‘‘If the phrase 


were not included in the section, | 
there would be nothing to pre- | 


vent condemnation of half the 
state.”’ 


The office of Attorney General | 


John M. Dalton reported that the 
Missouri 
never been called on to interpret 
the phraseology of this section, 


nor has the Attorney General is- | 


sued any opinions on it. 

Hyder said the department 
“frequently” obtains more prop- 
erty than is needed for a high- 
way right of way and later re- 
sells it. He said this particularly 
is true when the right of way 
bisects a tract of land. 


Middle of Golf Course. 

‘In the case of the Greenbriar 
Hills Country Club,” Hyder said, 
“the right of way finally ap- 
proved by the State Highway 
Commission in February 1958 
ran approximately through the 
middle of the golf course. leav-

WASHINGTON, June 4 (UPI) 
—The United States, in a blis- 
tering note today, accused Fidel 
Castro’s Cuban government of 
conducting a lying ‘‘campaign 
of slander” in an effort to stir 
up “distrust and animosity” 
against this country. 

Using the angriest language 
yet employed against the Castro 
regime, the note contained a 
thorough indictment of the Cu- 
ban Premier’s actions “‘to set 
the record straight.”’ 

Reaction in Havana. 

In Havana, the Cuban govern- 
ment quickly rejected the note. 
The Foreign Ministry issued the 
following statement a few hours 
after United States Charge d’Af- 
faires Daniel Braddock deliv- 
ered the note to Deputy Foreign 
Minister Francisco Chavarry at 
the Foreign Ministry: 

“The government of Cuba cate- 
gorically rejects all the asser- 
tions contained in the . . . state- 
ment made today in Washington 
and in due time will reply to 
each one of the points therein.” 

United States Ambassador 
Philip Bonsal earlier today had 
planned to deliver the note but 
was told by Cuban Foreign Min- 
ister Raul Roa that he could not 
see him because of ‘“‘previous 
committments.”’

deeply troubled over the plight 
of his son, 33. 

The man who was to accom- 
pany Oliver Powers, Sol W. 
Cury, said the trip is ‘‘definitely 
canceled for the time being, un- 
til a future date that can be 
more advantageous to his son’s 
life and welfare.” 

Cury, vice mayor of Norton 
where Powers has his shop, 
said Powers told him he had 
received instructions not to make 
the trip at this time. It was 
also understood Powers was in- 
structed to hold off making any 
more public statements. Cury 
said he didn’t know where the 
instructions came from. 

Powers was unavailable for 
comment. 

In Washington the State De- 
partment said it has given “no 
instruction whatsoever to Mr, 
Powers.” 

Department officials acknowl- 
edged that they have been in 
touch with Powers, but said the 
only advice they gave was on 
how to submit an application for 
a passport and how to apply for 
a Soviet visa. 

The department said, “The 
question of the time of his trip 
is entirely between him and the 
Soviet authorities.’’ 

(United Press International 
said the Russian Embassy also 
denied having advised Powers 
to cancel his proposed trip.)

RS. ST. GEORGE, Senator 
‘Keating, and my friends: 

It is indeed difficult, in the 
circumstances, in which I find 
myself, to discover words that 
seem applicable to this situation. 
I am here as a member of the 
class from West Point of 1915, 
my forty-fifth anniversary. The 
members of my class and their 
wives and their widows, their 
children and their grandchildren, 
have been here in this inn trying 
with me to recapture something 
of the atmosphere of 1915, the 
year we graduated. 


You know at that moment, 
when the first European war 
had_ started, we were still 
cadets, and the world seemed

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A Hurricane o 
Common Sens

THIS ADDRESS WILL GO TO THE WORLD THROUGH PRESS, TELEVISION AND RADIO. IT WAS GIVEN ON THE OCCASION 
OF DR. BUCHMAN’S 82ND BIRTHDAY, JUNE 4TH, AT THE OPENING OF THE MORAL RE-ARMAMENT WORLD 
ASSEMBLY IN CAUX, SWITZERLAND, AND ALSO MARKED THE OPENING OF THE MRA ASSEMBLY IN MACKINAC 
ISLAND, MICHIGAN. THESE ASSEMBLIES HAVE BEEN CALLED TO BRING A CURE TO THE CRISIS QF THE NATIONS. 


HERE is a hurricane of common sense sweeping 

through the world. “A Hurricane of Common 

Sense "that was the headline in a newspaper read 
by the leaders of Washington. It refers to the mani- 
festo Ideology and Co-Existence which in the last six 
months has gone to 73,000,000 homes throughout the 
United States, Canada, Scandinavia, Germany, Italy, 
France, Great Britain, The Netherlands, Greece and 
Turkey, as well as India, South Africa, South America, 
Australia and Japan. It has already been translated 
into 24 different languages, and will be read by the 
millions. It puts squarely to the modern world the 
choice—Moral Re-Armament or Communism. 

My old friend General Guisan, wartime Commander. 
in-Chief of the Armies of Switzerland, wrote the fore- 
word to the Swiss edition. In it he said, “On the ideo- 
logical plane neutrality can be dangerous, for refusal 
to fight for what'is right plays the enemy’s game, The 
training center at Caux is a unique instrument that has 
changed the conduct of nations. I long that our whole 
people should face realistically the forces which con- 
front each other today, that we draw from our tradi- 
tions a relentless determination to safeguard at all costs 
the freedoms. ve inherit.” 

This was the last public statement General Guisan 
made. ‘When he died 300,000 citizens of Switzerland 
stood in silent tribute to the man who was regarded as 
the savior of his nation. His widow wrote to me, “Gen- 
eral Guisan was gripped by the idea and the might of 
Moral Re-Armament. In the evening of his life it was 
a great girder of support to him.” 


Mighty Wind of Hope

in the mind of a miner from the Ruhr, He is a worker 
at the coaltace. He had never thought of writing a play. 
He changed. He found an answer to division in his 
home, his nation and the world. Chancellor Adenauer 
heard of this play and sent for this Ruhr miner and his 
friends, He asked them to go to Britain and France to 
prepare the way for his own visits to those countries. 
“Many of us Germans,” he said, “do not realize how 
deep are the wounds in other countries which were 
caused by what we did through having the wrong ide- 
ology.” In an exclusive article in the New York Journal- 
American headlined “Adenauer Calls MRA World’s 
Hope”, the Chancellor said, “A nation with an ideology 
is always on the offensive, A nation without an ideology 
i$ self-satisfied and dead.” 

In Britain, Hoffnung was like a hurricane. It shifted 
the prejudices of years. In the spirit of Moral Re- 
Armament men like James Coltart, executive of the 
British press and television, took inspired and fearless 
action to prepare for Chancellor Adenauer’s visit. His 
time in Britain was hailed as a triumph. Back in Bonn 
the Chancellor at a meeting of the Christian Democratic 
Party referred to the mistrust between Britain and 
Germany which had been swept aside, and said, “We 
have to thank Moral Re-Armament for that.” 

In Paris, French audiences stood and cheered. Some 
were in tears as the German miners sang the Marseil- 
daise in French, 

There is a shrine at Mont Valérien where during the 
occupation 4,500 Frenchmen of the Resistance met 
their death. To Mont Valérien went those Ruhr miners, 
They were escorted by the wife of the General at the 
head of the French nation’s defenses, and the niece 
of President de Gaulle. They were the first Germans to 
go there in fifteen years. They gave news of an idea 
powerful enough to unite nations separated by genera- 
tions of hate. They expressed their sorrow for the past 
and their resolve to lay down their lives to rebuild 
Europe and the world. The columns of Figaro gave the 
news of this event to the French nation, 

Vaterland, leading Swiss Catholic newspaper, re- 
ported the response to the miners’ play in the monas- 
ey schools of central Switzerland under the headline, 
“Catholic Colleges Hail MRA Play.” Vaterland re- 
ported Rector Scherrer of Schwyz as saying, “We can 
all subscribe to the. principles of MRA. To recognize 
absolutely the dominion of God, or to bow down under 
the domination of human tyrants, that is the alternative 


which should unite us all whether we are Catholics, 
Christians or non-Christians.” Vaterland also reported 
how Father Rector Thommen of Kollegium Niklaus 
von der Flue in Sarnen declared, “Because you live 
what you believe, we can whole-heartedly accept this 
ideology.” 

In Luxembourg where the German miners were Gov- 
ernment guests, the Prime Minister, Pierre Werner, 
said, “The moral and spiritual values on which your 
actions are based are the ideology that can save the 
Christian West from its enemy.” 

The hurricane blew into Kerala and its 16,000,000 
inhabitants, the first major state in the world to vote 
itself into the Communist camp. Night after night vast 
crowds flocked to hear the evidence of MRA. Mannath 
Padmanabhan, father of his State, leader of the Hindu 
majority in Kerala, had found at Caux the secret of unit- 
ing with Christians. The Governor of the State, the 
Cabinet Ministers, trade union leaders, industrial men 
and students in their hundreds and their thousands came 
to hear the news of an answer.

Men changed in Kerala, The leader of 38,000 stu- 
dents made the experiment of listening to the voice of 
God. He said, “I am going to end impurity in my own 
lie and clean up the student body, It is through moral 
compromise among the students that Communism has 
eripped us..} see that the choice for India is Moral 
i.c-Armament or Communism, and I choose MRA.” 

Rajmohan Gandhi, grandson of my old friend Mahat- 
ma Gandhi whom I met on the first of my nine visits to 
India in 1915, said, “Without Mora] Re-Armament the 
new government in Kerala might already have fallen.

Th¢ ideology of MRA changes 
people. That is why thousands of former Communists

Prime Minister Kishi of Japan gave a 
reception in his official residence te 
the Moral Re-Armament international 
force which included the German 
miners presenting their play ‘‘Hoff- 
nung” (Hope) in Japan.

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Mulkey Breaks Ozark Vault Record, 


Memphis 
Star Gets 
25 Points 


By Harold Tuthill 


Phil Mulkey, 25-year-old Mem- 
phis State physical education 
teacher, the outstanding 
star in yesterday's St. Louis 
Open track and field champion- 
ships at University City Senior 
High School’s field. 


The Olympic decathlon aspir- 
ant won the discus, high hurdles 
and pole vault; was second in 
the shot put and javelin and 
third in the broad jump and low 
hurdles. He accounted for 25 
of the 28 points scored by the 
Memphis club. 

The meet was won by the 
Greater St. Louis Track Club 
with 74 points. The Memphis 
club was second and the Lincoln 
Club of Jefferson City was third 
with 25 points. 

Financially Successful. 

Lingle’s Harriers, a contingent 
from Southern Illinois, placed 
fourth with six points. Unat- 
tached athletes accounted for 26 
more points in a meet which 
drew enough fans to make it 
financially successful, ‘‘the best 
ever,” according to chairman 
Jim O'Neil. 

Mulkey set the only record, 
reaching 14 feet, '4 inch in the 
pole-vault after a 13-6 leap which 
broke the old record of 13-5% 
by Karl Englund of the M Club 
in 1957. All records were carry- 
overs from the old Ozark A.A.U. 
meet. 

The only other record affect- 

ed was in the 440, where Henry 
Wiebbe, a Missouri U. athlete 
running unattached, equaled the 
Ozark record of 49 seconds set 
two years ago by Rich Overby 
of the Elsah Club. 
Mulkey’s performance earned for 
him the trophy as the meet’s 
outstanding athlete, a prize he 
has won in three of the four 
years he has competed here. The 
native-born Missourian (he at- 
tended Springfield, Mo. Central 
High School) has hopes of mak- 
ing the United States Olympic 
decathlon team in the trials in 
Oregon, July 7-8. He figures he 
can finish third behind Dave 
Edstrom and Rafer Johnson, sec- 
ond if Johnson fails to recuper- 
ate from injuries he suffered re- 
cently. Three will be sent to the 
games in Rome.

weather and water conditions of Alton Lake have caused a can- 
cellation of the annual United States Coast Guard Auxiliary 


Regatta set for this weekend. 


“The open river conditions 
with swift current, high water, 
and muddy grounds silted 
from flood stages, have made 
it impractical to run races 
now”’, said Joseph F. Down- 
ing, Flotilla 10 chairman, “Our 
committee will set a race date 
after conditions become more 
normal.” 

Alton Dam gates were raised 
on March 30, following those on 
Winfield and Clarksville dams, 
lifted March 29. Open river 
conditions have prevailed 
since. Arthur Worseck, : 
spokesman at the Corps of 
Engineers, said that although 
the gates have been opened 
for more than two months this 
is not unprecedented. They 
were opened 80 or more days 
consecutively and at other 
times with a combined total 
of 147 days in 1947. 

The gates must remain 
open until bottom lands in 
those three pool areas are 
drained. Worseck said that the 
Alton gates were scheduled to 
be lowered this past Thursday 
based on information at that 
time to hold a 414.0 stage and 
on June 8,’ the Alton pool 
would be raised at 3-10 of a 
foot a day until normal 419.

Scarce Applications 


Last Sunday this column re- 
minded boatowners that the 
Missouri Boating Commission 
had announced (as published 
in the Post-Dispatch March 31) 
the new motorboat control 
laws would be enforced begin- 
ning June 1. William Gum- 
penberger, a St. Louis area 
marine dealer, reports that 
only a few of the boating regis- 
tration blanks have been avail- 
able in recent weeks. The re- 
sulting confusion among boat- 
owners wanting to comply 
with the registration law has 
been discouraging to all boat- 
wb interests, Gumpenberger 
said. 


Directional Lights 


In February this column 
listed new Missouri and IIli- 
nois boating laws as compiled 
by the Outboard Boating Club 
of America, a nationally recog- 
nized authority on all pleasure 
boating. A statement that di- 
rectional lights on Missouri 
boat trailers are required has 
been disputed. However, Ed- 
ward S. Spanke, director of 
public relations for OBC, in a 
letter May 16, insisted its 
digest of trailer laws is cor- 
rect. 


OBC based its information on 
a letter from BRUCE A. RING, 
assistant counsel, Missouri 
Highway Commission, who 
cited Sec. 304.019 RS Mo. 1949, 
Supplement, 1957. A query to 
Ring on May 23 remains unan- 
swered at this writing. In read- 
ing the 1959 Missouri Vehicle 
Regulations, this column found 
that there are conditions where 
directional lights on boat trail- 
ers aren’t required. Section 
304.018 states in part: 


. If a hand and arm di- 
rectional signal isn’t visible 
from the front and rear of such 
a vehicle then the signals shall 
be given by a light or device 

lights are required if: 
the distance from the center 
of the top of the steering post 
to the left outside limit of the 
body, cab, or load, exceeds 24 
inches, or when the distance 
from the top of the steering 
wheel post to the rear limit of 
the body or load thereon ex- 
ceeds 14 feet, including the 
combination of vehicles. 


The ‘latter ruling added that 
the foregoing doesn’t apply to 
any trailer which doesn’t inter- 
fere with a clear view of hand 
signals or of the signaling de- 
vices on the vehicle pulling the 
trailer.

Max Schmeling, former 
heavyweight boxing champion 
of the world, has climbed on 
the band wagon and is pick- 
ing Ingemar Johansson to 
again defeat Floyd Patterson 
when they meet at the Polo 
Grounds, New York, June 20. 


Many people have been draw- 
ing a parallel between the two 
fights Schmeling had with Joe 

Louis and the Johansson-Pat- 
terson duels. 


“This is not a similar situa- 
tion,” Schmeling told United 
Press International. ‘‘Patterson 
has the odds against him and 
if you asking me, I think 
Johansson will be the winner.” 


One thing for sure, the 
matches between Johansson 
and Patterson don’t figure to 
be as exciting as the two be- 
tween Schmeling and Louis. 

When the German met Louis 
for the first time in New York, 
June 19, 1936, Joe had never 
been beaten. He was a prohibi- 
tive favorite over Schmeling. 


A cartoon pictured Max at 
the mouth of a cannon with 
Louis ready to pull the lan- 
yard. Joe, they said, could 
name the round, the minute, 
the second when he would de- 
molish Schmeling. 

Max, in training at a camp 
in Napanoch, N.Y., had to 
listen and read all this stuff 
but he maintained his com- 
posure, merely stating that 
fighting was his business and 
he had no fear of Louis. 


‘He Punch Good’ 


Onlookers couldn’t believe 
their eyes as Schmeling bat- 
tered Louis to the floor. They 
still expected Joe to get up 
and win as he pleased. 

It wasn’t to be. 

Schmeling told his manager, 
Joe Jacobs, at the end of the 
first round: 

“He punch good.” 

‘So do you,” Jacobs replied, 
‘go out and hit him.” 

Schmeling did, and finally 
the Brown Bomber went down 
for keeps in the twelfth round, 


| grasping the back of his neck 


with one gloved hand as he 
was counted out. 

Neither Louis nor Schmeling 
held the title at that time and 
Jim Braddock who was cham- 
pion had been committed to 
a fight with Schmeling. 

Legal maneuvering pushed 
the German out of the picture 
and Louis won the title, June 
22, 1937, at Chicago with a 


knockout in the eighth round. 

Then came the return with 
Schmeling, June 22, 1938. 

Schmeling was surrounded 
by a bunch of Nazi officials at 
his camp at Spectacular, N.Y. 
His every move was super- 
vised and he was not per- 
mitted to talk with newspaper 
men without his guardian be- 
ing handy. 

They couldn’t help him in 
the ring, however. Louis, who 
was noted as a counter-punch- 
er, that is, a boxer who lays 
back, waits for his opponent 
to lead and then returns the 
punch, sprang from his stool, 
jumped across the ring and 
hit Schmeling with a two-fisted 
attack, the most devastating 
the ring has witnessed. 

Landing a terrific left hand 
blow, Louis started a right and 
as Schmeling turned to avoid 
the blow, it caught him in the 
small of the back, bringing 
from him a gasp of pain. 

He grabbed the ring ropes 
with both hands, his back to- 
ward Louis. Referee Arthur 
Donovan pushed Louis away 
and permitted Schmeling to 
turn to face his foe. 


Question of Size 


Another barrage of punches 
and Schmeling hit the floor to 
be counted out, lying on his 
face in mid-ring after only 2 
minutes, 4 seconds of the first 
round. 

Max is right in saying there 
is little similarity between the 
Johansson-Patterson fights and 
those of his with Louis. 

Patterson is not a big man, 
as was Louis. He doesn’t have 
the punch which Joe pos- 
sessed, nor the quickness of 
hands, although Floyd is fast.

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United States Damaged 
By Disastrous Handling 
Of Spy Flight Incident 


U-2 Fiasco Is Called Series of Worst Blunders in 
Our History—Virtually Forced Khrushchev Into 
an Aggressive Attitude—More Trouble Ahead— 
U.S. Credibility, Position of Allies Hurt.

WASHINGTON, June 4: 


THE CONTINUING EVALUATION by experts of the after-effects 
of the U-2 incident is leading them to the conclusion that Washington's 
handling of the problem was a series of the worst and most disastrous 


blunders in our history. 


The United States has hurt itself, its 
credibility and its allies. Furthermore, 
the admission of the President’s réspon- 
sibility, and what amounts to boasting of 
the success of the spy flights, which have 
been going on for many years, created a 
serious problem for Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev. 


He had no political choice, in view of 
Russian sensitivity over their image of 
Soviet power, their sovereignty and con- 
trol of their air space, except to denounce 
the President and United States policy. He 
overplayed his part, and this was a blun- 
der that at the moment serves to draw at- 
tention from the more serious ones on the 
part of the United States. 


THE RESULT is that he has. 
pathy and support from, rest of the 
world. Sentiment against*the United States 
has not been aroused as it would have 
been had the Soviet leader talked with 
more restraint. 


This is a short-term effect. In the long- 
term, the United States has lost the privi- 
lege of using the bases of its allies for con- 
tinuing high altitude intelligence flights. 
There are other intelligence means, but the 
photographic and radar locating missions 
of the U-2 were unique. 

Whether the leaders of the; ied coun- 
tries from and to which the were 
made were aware of them, is not known. 
Some possibly were and others were not. 
In any case, all have been threatened by 
the powerful neighbor on their frontier and 
all have had to disavow any knowledge of 
the flights. 


Japan has requested that the U-2 planes 
there be removed. Pakistan and Norway 
have objected to the use of their air bases 
for such flights. Turkey alone has kept 
its aplomb. 


There is also the problem of the air offi- 
cers in these countries, who knew and 
helped with the flights, but who may have 
been doing this without the authority of 
the government. Their action could be 
considered treasonable and they can be 
punished with the utmost severity. The 
United States has endangered such friends 
as these by admitting that the U-2 flights 
were part of official policy authorized by 
the President.

The fact the United States first put out 
a cover story asserting that the aircraft 
were weather observation planes operat- 
ing ‘tinder the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration and then admitted 
that the story was false, places many 
other American activities around the 
world under a cloud of doubt. 


Such activities involve genuine weather 
observation stations and aircraft; air, sea 
rescue service installations around the 
world, and tracking stations for satellites 
and space efforts, All are now suspect as 
possible spying operations. As Soviet 
pressures increase, there will be increasing 
difficulty in retaining them, or in expand- 
ing them, as is required for space activi- 
ties. 


We have also hurt ourselves by demon- 
strating to the Soviet people and the world 
that their vaunted air defenses have been 
penetrated easily over a period of many 
years. From the Soviet point of view, this 
makes it necessary to prove their strength 
by bluster and threat. 


It deprives Khrushchev of the ability to 
lead the Soviet Union toward a less hostile 
relationship with Western states. It has 
given a big lift to the disaffected military 
and Stalinist elements in the Soviet gov- 
ernment that Khrushchev has controlled 
with-difficulty. 

The immediate and most serious action 
was to give the commander of the rocket 
forces instructions and authority to use 
nuclear warheads on missiles against any 
base from which future flights take off and 
invade the air space of the Soviet Union. 

This exercise in brinkmanship far ex- 
ceeds any of the operations of the late 
Sec retary of State John Foster Dulles. The 
most serious danger of war has been that 
one or the other of the two great capitalist 
and Communist states would get so far 
out on a limb, would so commit itself to 
a dangerous line of action that it could 
not draw back. 


THIS POINT has been reached. The 
United States has said that it will go to 
the defense of any of its allies that are 


attacked, as it is obliged to do under its . 


treaty commitments. 


What if an airplane takes off in Turkey 
en Toute to Iran and becomes lost over 
the Soviet Union? Will the Russian mis-

ty, attack the Turkish air base 
with rockets armed with nuclear war-

And if he does, will the United States 
start its big bombers toward targets in 
the-Soviet Union? And as they continue 
past the fail-safe line, will not Soviet in- 
tercontinental and intermediate range 
rockets start their flights toward the 
United States and its allies and toward 
our bases all over the world? 


Modern armaments have been on hair- 
trigger readiness for many years, but now 
the slack in the trigger action-has been — 
squeezed, knuckles are whitened and the 
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trigger can be pulled even though there 
be no intent that it should. 

Could this situation have been prevented 
even after the U-2 came or was forced 
down in the center of the Soviet Union? 
The experts believe that there was nothing 
Khrushchev wanted less than to make a 
big issue out of it. 

As they see it, and some of these ex- 
perts are among the best Soviet experts in 
the West, Khrushchev had known about 
the U-2 flights for years and had been 
unable to prevent them. It was fortuitous 
that the flight of May 1 had trouble of 
some sort and came down to an altitude 
where either it was hit by a Soviet air 
defense rocket or was forced to descend 
for some other reason. 

We know from certain intelligence that 
the pilot made a turn at 40,000 feet, con- 
tinued down to about 37,000 feet and at 
that altitude either lost consciousness or 
his plane was hit. 

The fact that an American plane had 
been forced down in the center of the 
Soviet Union could not be kept secret. It 
was pictured as a great victory for the 
Soviet defenses. This was fine propa- 
ganda inside and outside the Soviet Union. 
Aircraft previously shot down as hostile 
had all been close to the frontier. This 
time, for Soviet purposes, one accidentally 
got in farther and suffered the inevitable 
penalty. 


Had the United States been content to 
disavow the flight all would have been 


tent to let it rest there and not to have 
the world know that the Seviet Union 
had been open to United States aircraft 
for years. 


The initial cover story issued May 5 
(We knew on May 1 that the plane was 
down at Sverdlovsk, but did not know if 
it had been destroyed and whether the 
pilot was alive) stating that a weather 
reconnaissance airplane over Turkey had 
not returned to its base was pretty thin. 
It was bad because the Russians knew it 
had taken off from Pakistan. But this 
could have been fixed up, since there were 
other U-2 planes in Turkey and the Air 
Force was actually making a search for 
the missing U-2 in Turkey. 


AFTER LONG DISCUSSION May 7, 
following Khrushchev’s revelations that the 
pilot was alive and that the plane had not 
been completely destroyed, a new explana- 
tion was issued which stated: ‘‘As a re- 
sult of the inquiry ordered the Presi- 
dent, it has been established*that insofar 
as the authorities are concerned, there 
was no authorization for any such flight as 
described by Mr. Khrushchev.” 

Then the statement went on to attempt 
to justify obtaining intelligence by such 
means on account of the secrecy practiced 
by the Soviet Union and because the So- 
viets had not accepted the President’s 
“open skies’ proposal. 


This was very much like just'fying 
stealing by a poor man from a rich one. 
In effect, the United States said that we 
did not practice such secrecy and the 
Soviet Union did and therefore we had a 
right to try to penetrate it. We evaded 
the fact that our operation was illegal 
and a violation of Soviet sovereignty. 


This was not good, but worse was to 
come. At least the President had been 
kept out of it. Immediately, however, a 
clamor arose about why the President did 
not know of it. Was he failing in his duty 
as President? It is reliably reported that 
presidential Press Secretary James Hag- 
erty was outraged about the public image 
of the President, as not knowing what was 
going on, that resulted from the May 7 
statement. 

More consultations and discussions took 
place. May 9 another statement was is- 
sued by the State Department that ac- 
knowledged ‘“‘that the President has put 
into effect since the beginning of his Ad-

G. O. P. Is Unresponsive 
To Rockefeller’s Charms 


New York Governor Appeals to People Whose 
Votes Are Necessary for Victory — Dealing 
With Big Issues—Party Leaders Want Nixon.

NEW YORK, June 4. 


WHAT GOVERNOR NELSON ROCKEFELLER has is exactly what 


the Republican party needs to win the presidency in November. 


For a 


variety of reasons, he appeals to independents and to nominal Democrats 
whose votes are essential to the candidate of a minority party. 


As of today Rockefeller’s chances of 
getting the nomination are hardly one in 
a hundred, yet as he is doing this week- 
end in North Dakota, he is setting out to 
make a series of speeches in which he 
will deal more specifically with issues and 
problems than at any time in the past. 
For with the serious intensity that lies 
behind his goodnatured grin, he believes 
that frank speaking is long overdue. 


IN A PRIVATE SESSION with upstate 
political leaders on Thursday Rockefeller 
was asked why in his opinion Vice Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon was playing it so 
cautiously and having so little to say 
about the issues. His reply, which was 
roughly as follows according to those 
present, says a great deal about his own 
attitude: 


“Tl think it is because he believes he 
can have it both ways. He thinks you 
can hold people on both sides of the 
major issues. I don’t think you can.” 


What touched the Governor’s stubborn 
streak was the evidence, as he saw it, of 
a plot to make it inevitable that he accept 
the vice presidential nomination. In this 
way the plotters hoped to add to the 
national ticket the qualities Rockefeller 
has. His resentment is directed particular- 
ly at former Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey, who ruled the party with an iron 
hand during his 12 years in Albany, for 
conspicuously conferring with Nixon in 
Washington and then applying a public 
squeeze play to get Rockefeller to say 
yes. 


When he talks about these things, that 
square Rockefeller iaw is even more 
sharply defined with a determination 
that would seem to be unshakeable. 
Presiding over the Senate and going 
through the motions of participating in 
policy decisions as second man without 
any real authority are not his cup of 
tea. For too, long in Washington he 
played second—or third—man and dis- 
covered how frustrating it was to have 
no authority and to be balked by those 
who had it. That was one reason why 
two years ato he decided to take the 
plunge into active politics and run for 
Governor, 


Rockefeller will in all probability go to 
the Republican national convention open- 
ing in Chicago on July 25. Previously he 
had said he would stay away unless he 
had specific assurance that he would not 
be harrassed by maneuvers to force him 
to take the vice presidential nomination. 
If those maneuvers nevertheless go on, 
his resolve is simply to pack his bags and 


* go back to his job in Albany. 


Although he has had a rough, tough 
initiation in practical politics the Gov- 
ernor still finds it frustrating that atten- 
tion is so hard to focus on issues. In 
his upstate swing he made an important 
talk on the imperative need to increase the 
nation’s rate of economic growth. He 
outlined a five point plan for increasing 
the rate of growth to 5 or 6 per cent a 
year without applying government con- 
trols. ° 

This was a broad formulation of what 
Rockefeller believes we must do if we are 
to live up to our responsibilities for lead- 
ership in the world. It differs sharply, 
without specifically saying so, from the 
conservative economic view of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. Yet with a kind 
of humorous bafflement he noted that the 
New York newspapers the following morn- 
ing played up the question of whether he 
would or would not go to the convention, 
and the speech got secondary attention.

both the Republican 
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cratic parties has been altered. New 
and deep-seated fears have been stirred 
as to the capacity of the men most 
conspicuous on the presidential horizon 
to guide the nation in seeking peace 
with security. It is in this situation that 
the alternative of Rockefeller has 
emerged once again. 


The way in which Nixon on the one 
hand and Rockefeller on the other re- 
acted to the demand for an investigation 
of the terrifying sequence of events that 
began on May 6 illustrates as well as any- 
thing could their different approach. 
Nixon said that anyone favoring an in- 
vestigation must be opposed to America’s 
intelligente activities and therefore by 
implication an appeaser or worse. 


ROCKEFELLER ISSUED one of the 
most carefully thought out and sober 
statements on the issue in which he called 
on both Republicans and Democrats for 
responsibility. 


National unity he said “does not mean 
that a free people should suspend or 
suppress its own self-examination for 
fear that the exercise be distorted by 
our enemies—for this would recklessly 
surrender to our enemies the power to 
distort the very processes of free gov- 
ernment.” He suggested the need for the 
kind of inquiry that has been conducted 
by Senator J. William Fulbright with 
such fairness and restraint. 


The pros in the Republican party want 
Nixon, with whom they have a fine rap- 
port. So do an overwhelming number of 
the delegates to the G.O.P. convention. 
But still they know that what Rockefeller 
has they badly need which may be one 
reason they so resent the independent line 
he is taking. 


In the pulling and hauling over wheth- 
er Rockefeller is te be coerced into 
accepting the vice presidential nomina- 
‘tion, what is really at stake is whether 
the Republicans can carry this state 
with its 45 electoral votes. The general 
belief, shared by Rockefeller and those 
around him, is that Nixon cannot carry 
New York in November against either 
Senator John F. Kennedy or Adlai 
Stevenson. 


Involved here is the intricate balance 
of minority groups, particularly the large 
Jewish vote in New York City. According 
to the latest Gallup estimate, only 9 per 
cent of the Jewish vote is registered 
Republican. Yet when he ran for Governor 
two years ago, Rockefeller’s analysis in- 
dicates, he carried 19 per.cent of the 
Jewish vote. 


THE QUESTION of minorities arises in 
other states’ with large urban populations. 
Doubts that Nixon can carry California 
spurred the Nixon forces to turn out the 
biggest possible vote in the California pri- 
mary on Tuesday in which the Vice Presi- 
dent is running unopposed for the presi- 
dential nomination. 


It is hard to figure a winning combina- 
tion with New York’s electorial bloc and 
California’s 32 votes. One rumor here is 
that Nixon will tap Senator Jacob Javits of 
New York as his running mate in an ef- 
fort to reassure the minorities. But if he 
expects. to carry some southern and border 
states, as he reportedly does, then Javits’ 
forthright record on integration would be 
a. handicap. 


As a loyal Republican, although in the 


black books of the Nixon-Dewey camp he 
is put down as less than that, Rockefeller 
is out this weekend campaigning for Gov- 
ernor John E. Davis of North Dakota, 
running for the Senate seat left vacant by 
the death of “Wild Bill’’ Langer.

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Supreme Court Action 
On Off-Shore Oil — 
Dispute Is in New Stage 


Struggle Between Tidelands States and Federal 
Government, for $308,400,000 in Petroleum and 
Gas Revenues, Will Continue — Court Has Begun 
Task of Defining Historic Sea Boundaries.

WASHINGTON, June 4, 


A SUPREME COURT DECISION this week marked a turning point 
in, but by no means an end to, the 20-year struggle over off-shore min- 


eral rights. 
Congress. 


At stake in this phase of the struggle are 
$308,400,000 in oil and gas revenues al- 
ready earned in operations off the coast of 
the Gulf of Mexico, and billions of dollars 
in future royalties. 


The dispute promises to figure in the 
choice of a Democratic nominee for Presi- 
dent next month. 


The high court’s decision was a logical 
outgrowth of the Submerged Lands Act 
of 1953, assailed at the time as the first 
big give-away of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration. That measure, enacted at the 
President’s request, relinquished in favor 
of the coastal states Federal rights to 
mineral resources out as far as the state’s 
historic boundaries. 


WHAT THE COURT DID this week was 
to define those historic boundaries. It 
gave Texas and Florida the rights to all 
undersea resources within three marine 
Jeagues (1014 miles) of their shores along 
the Gulf. It limited to three nautical miles 
(about three and a half statute miles) the 
offshore rights of the other Gulf states— 
Louisiana, Alabama and Mississippi. 


This outcome had been generally ex- 
pected when the Congress finally accepted 
the Eisenhower Administration’s formula 
in 1953 after bitter debate. 


But if the 1953 act was an Eisen- 
hower give-away, the size of the gift is 
still in doubt, and the Justice Depart- 
ment has been fighting hard and con- 
tinues to fight to keep the gift as small 
as possible. 

Doubt remains, because the court 
has not yet fixed the offshore boundaries 
precisely, so that every oil well in the 
submerged land can be identified as be- 
ing either in state land or in Federal 
land 


While the decision set the outer limits, 
these are measured from the “coastline,” 
a technical term that is subject to con- 
flicting interpretations. The court stated 
specifically that it did not intend in the 
decision this week “‘to settle the location 
of the coastline of Louisiana or that of 
any other state.”’ 


In precise usage, the ‘“‘shore” is the 
low-water mark where the land meets the 
sea. The ‘coastline’ is a smoothed-off 
line that follows the shore where it meets 
the open sea, but veers out at islands and 
bays to mark the outer limits of inland 
waters. 


The Government is expected to bring 
a new suit against the Gulf states with a 
view to eventual court determination of 
this coastline. The new litigation could 
take years. 


This crucial question will determine 
whether most of the impounded $308,- 
400,000 will go to the Federal Government 
or to the state of Louisiana. Most of the 
off-shore drilling thus far has been off 
the Louisiana coast and most of this drill- 
ing has been in submerged land still in 
dispute. 

The Federal Government contends that 
the coastline is the so-called Chapman 
line, marked off when Oscar Chapman was 
Secretary of the Interior. It follows the 
actual shore rather closely. 


Louisiana contends that its coastline is 
the so-called Coast Guard line, a naviga- 
tional line established by the Coast Guard 
to mark the place where inland water rules 
end and the rules of coastwise or high- 
seas navigation begin. A 1954 Louisiana 
statute set the state’s boundary at three 
leagues beyond this Coast Guard line. 


The two lines are so far apart that the 
Coast Guard line at some points is 30 
miles or more out in the ocean. 


On this point, Justice John M. Harlan’s 
majority opinion said: ‘‘We think the con- 
sideration of this contention should be 
postponed to a later stage of the case. We 
decide now only that Louisiana is entitled 
to submerged-land rights to a distance no 
greater than three miles from its coast- 
lines, wherever those lines may ultimately 
be shown to be.”’ 


The court thus sliced off only the outer 
two leagues (seven miles) of Louisiana’s 
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The decision opened the way for new battles in court and 


claim, permitting Louisiana to continue to 
claim all rights three and one half miles 
beyond the Coast Guard line. 


Only a few wells have been drilled in 
this seven-mile strip. As a result, the bulk 
of the off-shore drilling remains in dispute. 

FIXING the coastline will pose some 
difficult problems. If the court is per- 
suaded that it should try to determine the 
historical coastline, the case then will in- 
volve geological history, in which records 
are scanty. But if the actual present 
shoreline is to be taken as a basis, this 
raises the question whether the line moves 
in and out with erosion and accretion 
through the years. 


If the line does move, an oil operator 
could suddenly find that it had shifted and 
that he no longer was leasing his holding 
from the true owner. 


Additional litigation could develop over 
a certain section of Florida’s Gulf coast- 
line. Florida considers it a bay and wants 
the coastline to run outside. The Govern- 
ment considers it not a bay and wants the 
coastline to run along the shore. How 
this is resolved will determine title to 
some important off-shore oil land. 


There could be other litigation to fix 
the boundary along the California coast, 
but the continental shelf is so narrow 
there that most of it is well inside the 
limit of three nautical miles set by the 
1953 act for the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 

Court determination of these ba rights 
is one of two possible es settling 
the issue. Once ad said ‘his- 
torical boundaries should % respected, | it 
was normal procedure for the court to 
determine where those historical bounda- 
ries lay, even though there could be dis- 
agreement about whether the court decided 
correctly. 

The other way to settle the issue would 
have been for Congress to fix the bounda- 
ries itself, employing any reasonable stand- 
ard it chose. 

Justice Hugo Black’s dissent seemed to 
suggest a return to the second route. He 
said it was unfair to give more to Texas 
and Florida than to Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama. 


“In my judgment to interpret this act 
in a way which grants the land to Texas 
and Florida and withholding it from the 
other Gulf states simply prolongs -this 
costly and disquieting controversy,” Black 
wrote. ‘It will not be finally settled until 
it is settled the way Congress believes is 
right, and I do not think Congress will be- 
lieve it right to award these marginal 
lands to Texas and Florida and deny them 
to the other Gulf states.” 

When the Submerged Lands Act was 
pending in Congress, the Justice Depart- 
ment and the Interior Department both 
indicated they favored giving Texas and 
Florida mineral rights out to the three- 
league limit and holding the other three 
to three nautical miles. 

Attorney General Herbert Brownell Jr. 
told the Senate Committee on Interior and 
Insular Affairs that he had this in mind 
as the general objective of the legislation. 


WHEN CONGRESS rejected the direct 
approach and accepted the formula of his- 
torical boundaries, however, Brownell 
brought suit to hold Louisiana to three 
nautical miles. At the Supreme Court’s 
instance, the case was expanded to include 
the other four Gulf states. 

Senator Russell B. Long (Dem.), Louis- 
iana, took a cue from Black’s dissent and 
called for congressional action next ses- 
sion “‘to bring about fairer treatment for 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama.” 

President Eisenhower’s campaign pledge 
in April 1952 to turn the submerged lands 
over to the states helped him win the Re- 
publican nomination from the late Robert 
A. Taft. 

This year, the three disappointed Gulf 
states will be in a mood to trade conven- 
tion votes for pledges of support for legis- 
lation to “‘correct” the court’s decision. 

It seems probable that oil interests have 
been a more realistic dividing line than 
the race issue in separating the Demo- 
cratic party into Southern conservatives 
and Northern liberals, especially when it 
comes to campaign contributions. 

Off-shore oil deposits were first discov- 
ered in 1894 near Santa Barbara. Cab 
fornia began leasing the submerged land 
for gas and oil exploitation in 1921. The 
late Harold L. Ickes, Secretary of the 
Interior, began action in 1937 to hold the 
off-shore wealth for the Federal Govero- 
ment. 

In 1947, the Supreme Court ruled that 
the Federal Government rather than the 
states had “paramount rights” in the sub- 
merged land but that, as to the power to 
dispose of these lands, “‘the constitutiorial 
power of Congress. . . . is without limita- 
tion.”” Justice Black wrote that majority 
opinion. 

Twice President Truman vetoed quit- 
claim bills similar to the 1953 act even- 
tually signed by Mr. Eisenhower. oe 

President Eisenhower has been quoted 
as saying his interest in giving the “sub 
merged oil lands to the states dates back 
to a trip to Texas in 1947, when he

Disappointment at U.N. 


To many Americans like myself 
who regularly attend United Na- 
tions sessions, it has been a reason 
for disappointment, not rejoicing, to 
see the representatives of our allies, 
such as Great Britain and France, 
lining up stanchly behind the ra- 
tionalizations of our own delegate, 
at the recent U.N. Security Council 
sessions on the U-2 flights. 

In 1956, America did not hesitate 
to make clear her true feelings on 
the attack at Suez, in spite of her 
friendship with France, England 
and Israel. It was to the benefit 
of the whole world that she did so, 
for a sense of justice has no na- 
tionality, and the best citizens of 
England, France and Israel were 
equally disturbed on account of the 
action. 

It is never a true service to an 
individual or a nation to condone 
or hide its mistakes. Faced honest- 
ly, they can be repaired and amend- 
ed. Rationalized or hidden, they 
are bound to lead to ever more se- 
rious evils. 

Such supporting action, moreover, 
is seld6m altruistic. Already feel- 
ers have been put out in France, 
as seen in recent stories from 
Paris, for new consideration of 
France’s request; three times de- 
nied, for a share in United States 
atomie secrets, on the ground that 
her delegate’s “loyal” testimony at 
the Security Council session on the 
U-2 episode has now placed Ameri- 
ca deeply in her debt. 

Such an idea does neither France 
nor America honor. It should be 
promptly and officially dispelled be- 
fore further incalculable damage is 
done. 

To.condone the treaty-breaking 
act..of. sending American planes 
over another country’s territory 
without its permission, is bad 
enough, without compounding it by 
the further spread of more massive 
nuclear bombs and carrier missiles. 

Let Americans speak out once 
more and make their opposition 
plain to any such “sharing” of 
United States nuclear secrets or 
weapens material.

Secretary Herter may well be right in warn- 
ing the members of SEATO that new thrusts 
by Communist China can be expected as an 
aftermath of the summit collapse. Certainly 
any military adventures by Peiping must be 
resisted. Yet does it never occur to our poli- 
cy-makers that their call to stand firm would 
ring with much more persuasion throughout- 
out the world if it were coupled with vigorous 
and imaginative steps to change the underly- 
ing situation which produces these periodic 
rallying cries? 

Mr. Herter, whose policy toward the Korean 
revolt against Syngman Rhee held forth so 
much hope of a more understanding view- 
point, remains disappointingly rigid on the 
question of Communist China. He read the 
SEATO delegates an old-line, fire-and-brim- 
stone denunciation of the Peiping regime as 
an international outlaw which must be com- 
pelled to reform its ways and vow good be- 
havior before we have any dealings with it.

By clinging to the stand-pat China policy 
Mr. Herter is in effect betting that Red China 
will either disappear or undergo a miraculous 
transformation. He must know that neither 
of those things is going to happen. He is 
therefore keeping the door closed to any ef- 
fort to negotiate a mutually acceptable settle- 
ment of Far Eastern issues. He is handing the 
Chinese the opportunity, at any time of their 
own choosing, to confront us again with a 
choice between retreat and the risk of world 
war. 

A wise and foresighted diplomacy would 
move to open other alternatives. It would 
use the time between crises to mend the con- 
ditions that produce crisis. 

The same sad and weary reliance on the 
status quo appears manifest in Mr. Herter’s 
European policy. Contrary to widespread re- 
ports that the United States was once ready 
to negotiate some new status for Berlin at 
the summit conference, Mr. Herter has now 
confirmed the unpleasant suspicion that our 
country was ready to negotiate nothing. As 
he told the Fulbright inquiry, there was no 
reason to think the summit conference could 
accomplish anything on Berlin and the Ger- 
man situation, because both parties were “‘ada- 
mant.” This means that American policy re- 
mained rigidly unyielding against any change 
in the present status of Berlin.

Is the present Administration too tired and 
demoralized to make any change in the ster- 
ile, negative policies of military containment? 
That the nation needs a change, and cannot 
well afford to wait the better part of a year 
for the beginning of change, is painfully obvi- 
ous. There must be a basic reorientation of 
foreign policy. There must be an end to fight- 
ing rear-guard battles in defense of old posi- 
tions, and a beginning to the constructive 
work of living at peace in a world which we 
cannot fashion after our own image. 

Would not the United Nations offer the best 
vehicle for getting that process started? The 
Russians, with appropriate propaganda fan- 
fare, have brought forth a new disarmament 
plan—the one they had intended to offer at 
the summit—and the West is preparing to 
parade its own new model that was also to 
have been unveiled at Paris. But nobody 
really expects much serious progress from 
two big powers divided by a chasm of distrust. 

Perhaps it is time for the big powers to re- 
tire from the field, and to let somebody else 
take over, as U.N. Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold suggested last week. It would be 
refreshing to have an objective appraisal of 
the Berlin problem, the China problem, the 
disarmament problem, and the nuclear test- 
ing problem, from some nations other than 
protagonists which have found it possible only 
to reiterate their frozen positions. Certainly 
the small powers could do no worse. 


All in Favor of Roads 


Attorney General J. M. Dalton is in favor 
of good roads. This is the burden of a guber- 
natorial campaign speech at Centralia. Since 
Mr. Dalton has a clear field in the Democratic 
primary, perhaps he sees no reason to come 
to grips with highway problems; after all, who 
is not in favor of good roads? 

Aside from expressing pride in Missouri’s 
highway progress, the Attorney General 
comes within a few yards of being specific 
on only two points. He promises to carry 
out a King bill-road program including 
maintenance of farm-market roads. This may 
indicate he wants to channel more state funds 
into rural roads; then again, it may not. He 
also opposes diversion of gasoline taxes. This 
may mean he favors the oil lobby’s plan to 
bar city gas taxes, which are used for general 
revenue; more likely it only means that Mr. 
Dalton favors a non-diversion policy which 
the state has followed for forty years. 

The next Legislature will face serious ques- 
tions as to whether the state highway system 
needs more money, the gas tax should be 
raised, and still more funds put into rural 
roads. A legislative inquiry now under way 
may provide some answers. Candidate Dal- 
ton is more willing to wait for them than to 
offer any answers of his own. 


Jungle Law for Space? 


Although it already is alarmingly late, little 
has been done to determine whether man’s 
strides into outer space are to lead to a golden 
era or to chaos. Swift is the tempo of techno- 
logical advance, marked by one spectacular 
satellite success or rocket achievement after 
another. In contrast is the failure of nations 
to provide a code of international law govern- 
ing space. 

Ever since the first sputnik electrified the 
world, the patterns and precedents for use 
of space haye been developing, some promis- 
ing, some ominous. But the issues, pregnant 
with peril, have remained unresolved. How 


far up does the sovereignty of a nation ex- 


tend? What kinds of satellites are unfriendly 
in purpose? Would an attempt to destroy an- 
other nation’s satellite constitute a hostile 
act? Should any type of space vehicle be 
barred? Thus far only the law of the jungle 
prevails. 

In Great Britain, Christopher Shawcross, 
who is active in the International Institute of 


the Law of Astronautics, has written in The~ 


Times of London of the “appalling risks” that 
are inherent in this situation. Italy’s Ambas- 
sador to the United Nations, Egidio Ortona, 
has suggested that it is this larger problem 


instead of the nearly outmoded espionage 


planes on which the United Nations should 
be concentrating. But the U.N. has done noth- 
ing on this major problem since last Decem- 
ber when the General Assembly passed a reso-

lution declaring that space should be the 
field of peace. The pattern of co-operation 
set by the International Geophysical Year 
lies in some dusty pigeonhole. 

The farther the United States and the Soviets 
proceed independently in space propulsion 
and exploration, the more difficult it becomes 
to establish any means of bringing them to- 
gether in an endeavor that would promise 
more for mankind. The U.N. could do noth- 
ing more useful than to attempt to interna- 
tionalize space before the law of the jungle 
becomes firmly established. 


Curtis, Corley and Harmony 


It is unfortunate for the two-party system 
in Missouri that Republicans cannot seem to 
agree on anything. The selection of Frank 
Corley as the state’s national committeeman 
left a residue of bitterness among the sup- 
porters of Norman Parker of St. Louis county, 
who was forced out of the race at the Kansas 
City convention by Representative Curtis of 
Webster Groves. 

Mr. Corley is a conservative St. Louis busi- 
ness man without political experience and it 
is doubtful whether he can contribute a great 
deal to unifying the party in Missouri. He is 


treasurer of Missouri Republicans Unlimited, - 


fund-raising organization headed by other 
St. Louisans. This organization itself is a 
subject of controversy. Two months ago 
Chairman John J. Schroeder of the St. Louis 
Republican City Committee complained that 
M.R.U. was drying up the sources of commit- 
tee campaign contributions and would spend 
its money in an effort to elect Vice President 
Nixon. 

Mr. Curtis’s tactics at Kansas City did not 
contribute to harmony. Mr. Parker announced 
on Friday that he would be a candidate for 
the top party organization job, but a few 
hours later he withdrew. He quit after Mr. 
Curtis arrived at the convention and induced 
the Kansas City and Jackson county delegates 
to switch from Parker to Corley. Mr. Curtis 
is the only Missouri Republican holding na- 
tional elective office. 


Mr. Curtis’s steamroller operated in the 
name of the aforementioned harmony. He 
said a Parker-Corley race would stir up new 
factionalism, and that he was supporting Mr. 
Corley as part of the program to rebuild the 
Republican party in the state by bringing 
civic and business leaders into it. Mr. Parker 
said he changed his mind to avoid a rift and 
an accusation that he was “wrecking the 
party.” 

If the party is so fragile that it can be 
wrecked by an open contest for a party job, 
it is in sore straits indeed. Mr. Curtis would 
have done better to let the democratic process 
work. If the Parker backers had lost, they 
at least would have had the satisfaction of 
voting. 

Mr. Curtis, a member of the powerful 
House Ways and Means Committee, has en- 
joyed the support of business men, both 
locally and nationally. It is doubtless an 
advantage to him to have Mr. Corley as na- 
tional committeeman, but that is separate 
from the health of the Missouri party as a 
whole. 


Reluctant Dove 


There is much pathos in the refusal of 
Prime Minister Verwoerd’s dove to fly “out 
into space as a symbol of the peace and pros- 
perity which we wish to all peoples on earth.” 
Instead of taking flight when released by the 
Prime Minister at a ceremony commemorating 
the fiftieth anniversary of the Union of South 
Africa, the dove fluttered to the ground and 
lay still. It refused to be coaxed into action 
and was carried away. Those so minded can 
Mr. Verwoerd has 
recovered from wounds suffered in an assassi- 
nation attempt, but his country’s moral sick- 
ness is aS serious as over. In the long run, 
Mr. Verwoerd is not likely to be any more 
successful in his apartheid policy than he was 
in directing the bird to fly. 


Readers and Authors, Too 


The older but not yet obsolete generation 
cannot help wondering every now and then 
how any of its juniors can become writers or 
artists without the benefit of St. Nicholas. 
The passing of James Montgomery Flagg, 
who probably painted the first cover girls and 
certainly some of the prettiest, again brings 
up the thought since at the age of 12 he pub- 
lished his first drawings in what never can 
be dismissed as merely a children’s magazine. 


Edna St. Vincent Millay and scores and 
scores of other poets, novelists and painters 
submitted their early works for the section 
in the back of the magazine which was re- 
served for its readers. A look at some old 
copies—with their pen-and-ink drawn monthly 
headings and what appeared under them— 
confirms the golden memory that standards 


really were relatively high, that the thrill of | 


first publication did not come cheaply. 


Almost as great as that thrill was the pleas- 
ure provided by St. Nicholas stories and those 
in The Youth’s Companion and The American 
Boy, stories by Ralph Henry Barbour, Clar- 
ence Budington Kelland, and Dr. Wilfred 
Grenfell of the Labrador, authors who appar- 
ently found no successors. If English no 
longer is spoken and written as it once was— 
and teacher after teacher asserts that this is 
so—it may be that the young have gone too 
long without a St. Nicholas. 


Where Butter Rules 


Senator Proxmire of Wisconsin, a dairying 
state, has effectively halted the latest attempt 
to save the taxpayers of the nation a million 
dollars a year by permitting the Navy to buy 
margarine. Alone among the armed services 
the Navy is compelled by law to buy butter. 


There is, we think, no rational justification 
for the law to intervene in the competition 
between two meritorious products. After a 
long and hard fight, margarine producers 
have won the right to compete with butter 
on the open market without legal handicaps. 
The Navy restriction is a relic from the time 


‘when that was not so. 


If Wisconsin’s dairy farmers are interested 
in the sale of butter, other states’ farmers 
are just as properly interested in the sale of 
margarine, into which go their soybean and 
cottonseed oils. The butter surplus is no ade- 
quate excuse for punitive legislation against 
margarine, particularly since that surplus now 
is low and school lunch programs will con- 
sume most of it. Butter and margarine should 
compete on their own merits, and for the 
Navy’s business as they already do for that 
of most consumers.

Negotiations That Got Somewhere 


East and West Made Progress Toward Controls for Bomb Test Bar, Physicist Says 


Letter to the Post-Dispatch 


There has been a lot of misunder- 
standing about the hearings of the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy on 
the detection of nuclear explosions. A 
critical evaluation of the congressional 
hearings on that topic was given by 
the eminent nuclear physicist, Dr. H. 
A. Bethe, professor of physics at Cor- 
nell University, former member of the 
President’s Science Advisory Commit- 
tee, who was a member of the techni- 

cal team at the 
negotiations and is

thority in nuclear 
of matters the world 
over. What follows 
is a summary 
of Dr. Bethe’s re- 
marks. 

The test-bar negotiations are the 
only negotiations between East and 
West which got somewhere. A great 
many articles have been agreed upon, 
though the more sticky articles are 
still to be negotiated. 

East and West have a different way 
of approaching the issue. The Rus- 
sians started these negotiations from 
the political point of view: no con- 
trols, no detection, no inspection. We 
moved a long way from this point.

What Russia Accepted 


The West started from the position 
that nuclear test cessation agreements 
must have safeguards. And because 
the U.S.S.R. is sensitive to the pres- 
ence of visitors, we will make the 
safeguards as technical as possible. 
We will ask for 20 control stations in 
Russia and 180 altogether in the world. 
And we will observe the physical sig- 
nals which are associated with nuclear 
tests. 

It is easy to detect nuclear explo- 
sions which occur in the atmosphere. 
Those explosions are the only ones 
which we had to worry about up to 
1957 except those: under water which 
are even easier to detect. 

But now we have the underground 
tests. They were first made in 1957 
in the series known as Operation Plow-

share, or experiments in the peaceful 
uses of atomic energy. 

These underground tests are quite 
difficult to detect, but we can be 
proud of the achievements in the field 
of test detection. We can detect the 
major underground explosions. 

The technical situation is fully taken 
into account by the President’s pro- 
posal of Feb. 11 which covered bars 
on tests in air, in water, in near space: 
and underground insofar as explosions 
stronger than 20,000 ton TNT equiva- 
lent, f e., 4.75 earthquake magnitudes 
are concerned. This means that we 
want the test-bar to be enforceable, 
or limited to those explosions that we 
can detect with present techniques. 


What the Holifield hearings in April 
established was that the basis of this 
proposal was technically sound. In all 
essential points this proposal was ac- 
cepted by the Russians. 

The question is being asked, where 
does our detection capability stand? 
With the 1958 Geneva network of sta- 
tions we can detect underground tests 
of magnitude 20 kilotons or larger 
ones in Nevada type geological con-

ditions. There are about 130 earth- 
quakes above magnitude 4.75 (20 kilo- 
ton equivalent) annually in Russia; 50 
per cent of them would be identifiable 
as earthquakes—not explosions—by the 
first motion of the seismographic re- 
cordings. 

This would leave about 60 events 
per year unidentified. With a slight 
extension of the net from 20 to 30 
stations inside Russia as suggested 
by Dr. Richard Latter, one can im- 
prove the detectability of 20 or more 
kiloton events, leaving only 10 uni- 
dentified events per year. This makes 
it possible to reveal clandestine nu- 
clear tests by on-the-spot inspection. 


Concealment Is Not Easy 


The idea of concealing large nuclear 
explosions in ‘cavities can’t be taken 
quite seriously. Natural cavities (which 
are usually too small), and big arti- 
ficial salt domes, constructed for the 
purpose, are the proposed means of 
achieving decoupling. Though such an 
Albert Latter hole is technically possi- 
ble, it usually cannot be dug secretly, 
even if we disregard information leak- 
ing through defectors from behind the 
Curtain. A hole, once used, is difficult 
to use soon again, and it is an easy 
targe for inspection. 


We are, however, by no means 
powerless against muffled bomb tests 
in cavities, and it is in this context in 
which I proposed a network spacing 
of 125 miles instead of the 1958 Geneva 
spacing of 600 miles. It would only 
be necessary to put the stations this 
close in the seismic regions, that is, in 
regions in which there are many earth- 
quakes and in regions where there are . 
possibly salt domes. If you spread 
them this close in those regions only, 
you would need about 200 stations in- 
side Russia. 


Tamper-Proof Detection 


The extra stations would be of the 
small unmanned type which are rela- 
tively inexpensive, costing only about 
$100,000 apiece. I am confident that, : 
given two years’ time, unmanned sta- 
tions can be developed which are tam- 
perproof in the sense that it is possible 
to know if they have been tampered 
with. 


But it is a great mistake to inject a 
demand for hundreds of stations in 
Russia at the negotiations at this 
point. This is a position to fall back. 
on in a couple of years if there is no 
improvement in our techniques of de- 
tection. And that is not at all hopeless. 

The really important issues are not 
these technical details. It makes no 
sense at all to go for 100 per cent s@ 
curity in this field while depending 
entirely on the good will of the Rus- 
sians in much more important fields.

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New President to Face Big Task 
Of Correcting Serious Abuses — 
In Federal Regulatory Agencies 


Men of Higher 


Caliber Needed If 


Puhlic Confidence Is to Be Restored 
—Democrat Could Control Several 
Units in His First Year.

WASHINGTON, June 4. 


A NEW “MESS IN WASHINGTON,” involving serious dere- 
lictions in some of the Federal Government’s big, important 
regulatory agencies, will confront the next President of the 
United States when he takes office in January. 


What will the new Chief 
Executive be able to do to cor- 
rect the abuses, shortcomings 
and scandals which have brought 
the regulatory commissions into 
disrepute and have sharply re- 
duced their prestige and effi- 
ciency? 

The next President; whether 
he is a Democrat or a Republi- 
can, will be faced with the task 
of restoring public confidence 
in the very agencies which are 
charged by law with keeping an 
objective eye on major indus- 
tries so as to protect the public. 

Congress may help by enact- 
ing legislation to prohibit regu- 
latory commissioners from ac- 
cepting expensive favors and 
hospitality, to prevent industry 
“ambassadors of good will” 
from approaching the commis- 
sioners via the back door, to 
end unsavory fraternization and 
to tighten things up generally. 

But time is running out on the 
many legislative proposals which 
have been advanced, and even 
if one or more of the pending 
bills becomes law in this session 
of Congress, there will remain 
one deficiency which only the 
President can remedy. 


THIS CONCERNS the caliber 
of the men chosen as members 
of the regulatory agencies. Only 
the President, with the power 
of appointment, can determine 
whether the “fourth branch of 
Government” is composed of 
men of integrity and character 
—or political hacks and men of 
lesser merit who find it hard 
to resist undue suasion and in- 
fluence. 


More than two years of in- 


vestigation by a House subcom- 
mittee has made it clear that 
nowadays the six most important 
regulatory commissions 
boast few members of the sta- 
ture of James M. Landis, Wil- 
liam O. Douglas, Jeromé N. 
Frank, Joseph Eastman, Claude 
L. Draper and Leland Olds. 

Instead, the public, with its 
vital interest in the workings of 
these agencies, has been treated 
to the spectacle of a commis- 
sioner who accepted “loans” 
(which he never repaid) from an 
attorney involved in a contested 
television case, other commis- 
sioners who took free plane rides 
and yacht trips provided by the 
industry they were supposed to 
regulate, double and triple ex- 
pense accounts, fancy cocktail 
parties and cash “‘honorariums.”’ 

Even more important, the 
long, often-sensational inquiry by 
the House Legislative Oversight 
subcommittee has demonstrated 
that several of the regulatory 
agencies have virtually aban- 
doned any pretense of objectiv- 
ity and have become so inti- 
mately identified with the regu- 
lated industry that it is hard to 
tell them apart. 


POWERFUL BUSINESS inter- 
ests, it has been shown, have 
succeeded to an ever-increasing 
degree in infiltrating, influenc- 
ing and even dominating some 


of the regulatory agencies, no- | 


tably the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the Federal Power 
Commission and the Federal 
Communications Commission. 
Thus, Owen Clarke, then chair- 
man of the ICC, told the Post- 
Dispatch in 1957 that a violation 
of the Interstate Commerce Act 
is “immaterial” if the ICC finds 
that it occurred in a railroad 
merger deemed to be in the 
“public interest.’ When Clarke 
left the ICC, it was to become 
a vice president of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railroad. 
Similarly, Robert E. Lee be- 
gan his term on the FCC with 
the statement: “I don’t believe 
in government regulation.”

exploited discontent with price-support policies, inadequate crop 
storage facilities and a break in some farm prices. Thousands of 
normally Republican farmers deserted their party and cast their 


presidential ballot for Truman. 

Democrats hope they can turn 
the same kind of trick this year 
by hammering home the fact 
that farmers’ net income last 
year was the lowest since 1942 
and this year’s is not expected 
to be much better. Sliding farm 
income is likely to be second 
only to Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson, the Demo- 
crats’ favorite target, in this 
year’s attack on Republican agri- 
cultural policies. 


AN ASSAULT charging Repub- 
licans with presiding over the 
decline and fall of the farmer’s 
income already has been 
launched by Democratic presi- 
dential hopefuls. Senator Stuart 
Symington of Missouri has called 
the decline a “‘farm depression,” 
warning that “the election this 
fall is going to be a critical one 
for the farmers of America.” 

Front-running Senator John F. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts has 
attributed the slide in farm earn- 
ings to “a relentless attack on 
farm income” by the Republican 
Administration in the last eight 
years, 

Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, charging that “farm in- 
come continues to decline while 
surpluses continue to mount,” 
has estimated that farmers’ net 
income during the Eisenhower 
Administration has been 20 bil- 
lion dollars less that it was in 
the previous seven years of 
Democratic administration. 

Political debate in the coming 
months is not likely to do much 
to clarify understanding of what 
the farmer’s economic situation 
actually is. Republicans claim ‘it 
is good. Democrats and many 
farmers say it is deteriorating. 
Both sides can cite statistics to 
support their positions. 


A STUDY of statistics gathered 
by the Agriculture Department 
a number of wéaknesses 
in farm income: 

Total net income received by 
farmers last year was $10,900,- 
000,000, a drop of 16 per cent 
from 1958 and 36 per cent below 
the record set in 1947. 

Income last year was the low- 
est since 1942 and may be slight- 
ly lower this year. 

Except for 1956 and 1958, total 
income has dropped steadily 
since the start of the Eisenhower 
Administration. 

Net income per person among 
farm families was $960 last year, 
compared with $2202 for the non- 
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Benson said he was “‘optimis- 
tic about 1960 farm income.” He 
blamed much of the price-cost 
squeeze that has hit farmers’ 
pocketbooks on cost increases 
that occurred during Democratic 
administrations, asserting: 

“Between 1939 and 1952 the in- 


including interest, taxes and 
wage rates, rose from 123 to 287 
—a rise of 133 per cent. In 
March 1960 the index stood at 
300—up only 4 per cent from 
1952 (when Mr. Eisenhower was 
elected).

BENSON AND OTHER 
spokesmen for the Administra- 
tion offer statistical evidence to 
back up their claim that the 
farm economy is sound. Among 
the facts they cite are these: 

Although per capita farm in- 
come dropped last year, it still 
was the fifth highest on record. 

Per capita income from farm- 

operations was the third 
highest in history despite a 14 
per cent drop. 

Average income per farm last 
year fell from the 1958 level, but 
the 1958 average of $2757 was the 
second highest on record. 

Gross income per farm 
dropped only 1 per cent from 
the 1958 average of $8063, the 
highest ever reached. 

Farmers own more assets than 
ever before. The total of about 
208 billion dollars represents an 
increase of nearly 60 per cent in 
10 years. 

Liabilities of 24 billion dollars, 
while also establishing a record, 
constitute only 11.5 per cent of 
assets compared with nearly 19 
per cent in 1940. 

The net equity owned by farm- 
ers amounts to 184 billion dol- 
lars, the highest in history.

‘ UNDERLYING ALL of the sta- 
tistics and the conflicting cam- 
paign -oratory, the important 
question is: How do farmers feel 
about their income and how will 
they react politically? 

The three principal farm or- 
ganizations—the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, the Farmers’ 
Union and the National Grange— 
agree that farmers generally are 
dissatisfied with their incomes. 
But whether their dissatisfaction 
is d enough to have any ap- 
preciable political effect this 
year will depend on a number of 
factors, spokesmen for the or- 
ganizations say. 

It will depend, first of all, on 
this year’s crops and prices. 
Stronger prices recently for cat- 
tle, hogs, chickens and eggs have 
led to a significant improvement 
in earlier estimates of farm in- 
come, Some observers feel that 
if income does not skid dras- 
tically this year the effect of 
last year’s drop may be blunted. 
They say the income issue may 
be a difficult one to put across 
politically because the decline in 
farm earnings has been a grad- 
ual process, spread over a num- 
ber of years. A sudden, sharp 
drop would make a much more 
dramatic campaign issue, they 


say.

THE NOW TOO-FAMOUS novel 
“Lolita” provoked considerable surprise 
in the minds of many readers because 
of the aptness shown by its Russian-born 
author in the use of American colloquial 
expressions. The fact that Vladimir 
Nabokov had spoken English as a child 
did not sufficiently account for this ex- 
traordinary feat; in fact there was no 
way to account for it except by assuming 
that he thought in English while speaking 
it and had a sensitive ear for word,order 
and inflection. 


Mr. Nabokov’s story of his childhood 
and youth, as set down in a book en- 
titled “‘Speak, Memory,” corroborates the 
bare fact of his early familiarity with 
English, but suggests that his craftsman- 
ship, whether in English or Russian, 
was the result of Spartan application 
rather than inherent ability. As with 
most families of position in pre-Revolu- 
tionary Russia the Nabokovs spoke 
French as a matter of course; but though 
Vladimir learned to read English before 
taking up his native language, he wrote 
his first poem in Russian. 


He devotes a chapter in his memoir 
to this painful act of creation and to 
his headlong rush into the presence of 
his mother as he prepared to recite it 
aloud. His mother’s appreciation was 
all he could wish. She let loose a flood 
of joyful tears; but she was a mother 
and not a critic and Vladimir came to 
realize that his verses had soaked up 
the essence of many predecessors and 
reduced them to platitudes. When an 
indulgent publisher later brought out a 
book of his poems a close family friend 
sent word to him that he must never, 
never think of becoming a writer. 


YET HE DID THINK of it and 
work at it. When the Bolsheviks took 
over and Vladimir entered Cambridge, 
in England, he set himself the task of 
conserving and perfecting the one inheri- 
tance from his homeland—the Russian 
language—that he still possessed. He 
confesses that his fear of losing his 
command of Russian was almost morbid, 
as was. his later fear of not being able 
to bring his English prose to an equality 
with his Russian. 


I have emphasized Mr. Nabokov’s style 
hecause it is one of the most arresting 
features of his book. Few English or 
American writers command the same 
facility with words; and few are so con- 
sistently successful in finding the appro-

BORIS PASTERNAK, who died 
last week, was known in his homeland 
not as a novelist (for ‘“‘Dr. Zhivago” has 
not been published there) but as a poet 
and particularly as a translator of Shake- 
speare’s tragedies. 


Thirty years ago Prince Mirsky called 
him “unqr :stionably the greatest living 
Russian poet” for his ‘‘freshness of per- 
ception and diction” and ‘‘tensity of lyri- 
cal emotion.” It was mainly as a lyric 
poet, too, that the Royal Swedish Acad- 
emy cited him when announcing the 1958 
Nobel prizes. 


Pasternak was fortunate to have many 
English and American translators. Among 
them, besides the translators of these 
volumes, have been Babette Deutsch and 
the poet’s sister, Lydia Pasternak-Slater. 
The abundance of translations has made 
it likely that at least one fairly accurate 
English version of many of his poems 
exists. Since most of us don’t know 
Russian and don’t have the Russian 
texts anyway, we must appreciate the

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priate symbols for narrow shades of 
meaning or extravagant and poetic leaps 
of the mind. Yet, in its total effect it 
is not an English or an American style; 
and too often the glittering framework 
diverts the reader’s attention from the 
homely object it encloses. 

In a few instances, however, the origi- 
nal passion does seem to survive its 
studied treatment and take on the vital- 
ity of immediate experience. His remem- 
brance of the girl Tamara, who lived in 
a modest summer house quite near his 
family estate, is set down with a convinc- 
ing poetic tenderness. At 15 Tamara was 
only a year younger than himself, and 
though his approach to the object of his 
worship had a typical adolescent diffi- 
dence, the encounter and its aftermath 
were as fierce in their exactions as those 
of any legendary romance. 


WHEN THEY MET at night on the 
darkened gallery of his uncle’s unoccu- 
pied country house, the ‘‘rhythm of the 
rain in the leaves would cause Tamara 
to turn her head in the direction of an

translations for their effectiveness as 
English poetry. 

Great poetry is elusive. To recast it 
from one language into another takes 
accuracy of interpretation, a mastery of 
poetic form and a feeling for both lan- 
guages concerned. The translator must 
also be struck with, and want to com- 
municate, the wonder of a great, strange 
poem. No translator consistently meets 
these standards. Thus, Messrs. Kayden 
and Reavey, Miss Deutsch and the rest 
have each sometimes rendered a poem 
better than anyone else. 


THE KAYDEN AND REAVEY 
books are nearly equal in scope. Mr. 
Kayden gives us 115 poems compared 
with Mr. Reavey’s 103. Each volume 
has some selections not included in the 
other, and each covers Pasternak’s poetry 
from “My Sister, Life’ (1917) and 
“Themes and Variations” (1923) to verse 
written in the last two or three years. 
Kayden’s has a short, interesting intro- 
duction quoting a letter from Pasternak 
to the translator, and a section of notes 
on the poems. Reavey’s has a longer 
introduction, plus three prose addresses 
by Pasternak and a bibliography. A 
section of 35 poems dated 1955-1959 is one 
of the high points of the Reavey collection. 

There is enough different material in 
these books to justify what at first may 
seem a duplication of publishing. There 
are noticeable differences, too, in the

imagined footfall and then by a faint 
luminosity—now rising above the horizon 
of my memory despite all that rain— 
I could distinguish the outline of her 
face; but there was nothing and nobody 
to fear, and presently she would gently 
exhale the breath she had held for a 
moment and her eyes would close again.’’ 


The greater part of the author’s child- 
hood experience was not extraordinary 
even though his situation, as the son 
of a rich father who was an outstanding 
Russian liberal, was unusual enough. He 
describes with wry humor the various 
French, English, Polish and Russian 
tutors who had charge of his early 
education, the family trips to Biarritz 
and other European resorts, the first 
glimpse of an American “lady” who 
turned out to be a chorus girl, his avid 
pursuit of lepidopterology (the study of 
butterflies and moths) in Russia, France, 
Italy and even in Texas, the temporary 
residence in the Crimea following the 
onset of the Communist revolution, the 
years at Cambridge and the wandei.ngs 
through Europe from one group of Rus- 
sian emigres to another. 


Mr. Nabokov has little to say about 
the politics of the Revolution. His father 
was a member of the Kerenski cabinet; 
and to his mind today’s Communist is a 
member of a subhuman, international 
family circle containing the “‘jolly Empire 
builders, the Polish ‘pogromshchik,’ the 
lean American lyncher’’ and the pasty- 
faced automatons in “‘singularly wide 
trousers and high shouldered coats’’ that 
the Soviet State has brought out after 
30 years of selective breeding. 


AT CAMBRIDGE he found himself 
telling the English liberals, who were 
sympathetic to the Russian revolution, 
that the freedom-loving Russian ran 
fewer risks under the ferocious Czarist 
regime than under Lenin. He was much 
more embarrassed however by the sup- 
port of the English ultraconservatives 
whose “crude, reactionary motives” were 
all too discernible. 


Mr. Nabokov closes the chronicle be- 
fore reaching his American sojourn. 
That’s another story that will come later, 
one hopes. His singular and highly per- 
sonal literary style can be abrasive, 
illuminating or decorative. He oscillates 
between a sardonic detachment and a 
passionate involvement. His attitude to- 
ward any phenomenon is hard to predict. 
His future readers, however,«@re not 
likely to be bored,

translations. Reavey has followed Paster- 
nak’s idea that “‘translations must have 
a closer connection with the original than 
is usually attempted.” His literal ver- 
sions, if perhaps more complete and 
accurate, are generally less spirited than 
Kayden’s. He conveys the sense, and 
Kayden the essence, of Pasternak as 
a poet. 

With crisp lines, simple rhythms and 
full rhyme, Kayden’s renderings hold a 
slight edge over Reavey’s as English 
verse. In his poems as in his novel, 
Pasternak effectively depicted the Rus- 
sian landscape. tis last poems were 
largely pastoral—with titles like ‘Summer 
in the Country,” “Autumn Woods,” 
*‘Ploughing Time” and ‘“Hayricks’”’—and 
remind us a little of Robert Frost’s verse. 
THE LAST POEM in Kayden’s 
book, “The Passing Storm,” and “The 
Nobel Prize” in Reavey’s volume, restate 
Pasternak’s attitude of disengagement 
shared by Dr. Zhivago. Despite his use 
of Christian themes, which are pictorially, 
not mystically developed, Pasternak was 
not a great Christian poet like the English 
and Spanish Christian mystical poets. 

Pasternak’s attachment to Christianity 
was. synonymous with a love for human 
freedom. He stirs our interest, or at 
least our curiosity, by adopting something 
of the Christian-Hebraic tradition, or- 
phaned, alas, by Western writers who 
have unlimited freedom to express it.

A VOLUME WORTHY OF RANK above the all-too- 
heavy mass of books dealing with the Civil War is this lively, 
candid and meaningful ‘‘personal narrative’ of one of the best 
of the Confederate artillerymen. Although inferior reminiscences 
have been published for decades, it comes to print for the first 
time at this late date. 


For years the existence of John Haskell’s recollections has 
been known to war enthusiasts, and passages have been drawn 
upon by some historians. In part, perhaps, because of Col. 
Haskell’s forthright and unqualified judgments of men of his day, 
publication of the account has been long delayed. War buffs are 
fortunate in the fact that the editors, Dr. Govan, librarian of 
the University of Chattanooga, and Dr. Livingood, dean of its 
arts college, have done so careful a job. The two stude-ts have 
worked with three varying manuscripts, selected the most ef- 
fective and most impressive passages and drawn together scat- 
tered material to make the book more intelligible for the modern 
reader. 


A few new controversies may result from the venture. In 
characteristically frank style, the South Carolinian Haskell points 
out that one of the hottest of pre-war hot heads shouted furiously 
for secession at the same time that Wade Hampton of the same 
state heard himself described as ‘“‘weak-kneed,” ‘“‘hesitating,” 
“timid.” But Hampton went on to risk everything, becoming 
one of the most vigorous of Confederate fighters, while the same 
roarer eventually became a carpet-bag official, and his son was 
“for years the leader of all the worst thievery and corruption, 
winding up as governor.’’ 


COLONEL HASKELL ALSO TELLS of the months 
of late 1860, when ‘‘many experienced men as well as all the 
young .and inexperienced” in South Carolina had “gone wild on 
secession” and yearned for Lincoln’s election, because, they 
argued, that would force into the background those elements 
who favored efforts to save the union and resisted secession. The 
situation turned out as Haskell expected. 

The young Colonel won commendation from five generals, 
although he had entered the war at 19 from a college campus and 
without military training. He was not, Drs. Govan and Livingood 
observe, one of the Confederates who looked on the conflict as 
a “picnic,” or a clash in which one Southerner would kill six 
Yankees in any given encounter. 

The Carolinian wrote sharply, with spirit and zest; he never 
hesitated to set down what he considered Southern errors and 
defects. At one point the editors tell how, after losing an arm in 
fighting, Haskell had his photograph taken but “carefully ar- 
ranged the empty sleeve so that the viewer gets the impression 
that the arm was still there.” It is a small but significant note.

THE LONG WAY TO FREEDOM, by James T. Shotwell, (The

TO WRITE A COMPREHENSIVE HISTORY of 
human freedom has been the ambition of two great historians. 
Lord Acton, Regius Professor of Modern History at Cambridge, 
had this as his goal but he died with his magnum opus still in 
his note books. Now the doyen of American historians, James 
T. Shotwell, Bryce Professor Emeritus of History in Internation- 
al Relations at Columbia University, and President Emeritus of 
the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, has in his 
eighty-sixth year achieved it. ‘“‘The Long Way to Freedom”’ is a 
work that is not only the culmination of a lifetime’s investigation 
of the forces that can hinder or lead to the fullest’ development 
of civilization, but is the genuine crown to a most distinguished 
career of historical writing. 


In 1952 Dr. Shotwell was nominated for the Nobel Peace Prize. 

The committee that nominated him—which included among its 
members Adlai Stevenson and Senator Fulbright—said, ‘‘No 
living person has worked longer or more consistently in behalf 
of the human community and a world at peace.” This same 
concern illumines his whole approach to the record of man’s 
past. 
IT IS WONDERFULLY COMFORTING in these 
days of fear of nuclear obliteration to look at events with the 
perspective of a book like this, to see that while progress is not 
the mechanical process it once was imagined to be, neither is it 
the utter delusion which, in our more pessimistic and cynical 
moods, we tend to regard it. Dr. Shotwell’s whole thesis is im- 
mensely hopeful because he sees that in terms of man’s striving 
to be free his journey, while not without many vicissitudes and 
setbacks, has still been consistently upward. 


Dr. Shotwell sees three great eras in man’s history. The first 
is primitive man’s struggle against the haunting tyranny of the 
taboo, perhaps the greatest of all the impediments in his path. 
The second is that of militarism and the politics nurtured by it, 
and the third that of economic exploitation. 


Today the foe to be conquered is the rivalry of fanatic ideolo- 
gies which will not surrender their fear of each other (like 
Catholic and Protestant in the Sixteenth century). But Dr. Shot- 
well dares to believe that when this present enemy of freedom 
shall have been conquered, as the others have before it, a new 
and much brighter civilization will then come into being, to 
which all the past will appear as mere prelude. 


DR. SHOTWELL VIEWS FREEDOM not as escape 
from responsibility, nor as only a negative escape from tyranny, 
but in its positive aspects, as acceptance of responsibility, a 
discipline as well as a privilege. He speaks of it as “the fullness 
of life under the rule of law, which guarantees the fundamental 
rights of thought and expression.” In its social aspect he there- 
fore equates freedom with justice and.sees that its history is 
coterminous with man’s. 


Dr. Shotwell is in no doubt, we may add parenthetically, as to 
what is, or should be, America’s purpose in today’s world. It is 
spelled out clearly in history for anyone who cares to read, and 
it is spelled out clearly in this volume. 


INEVITABLY, in a work of such vast scope, selection of 
what to include provides a major problem. One could wish, for 
instance, that Dr. Shotwell had found room in his chapter: on 
“Three Revolutions for Freedom’? — English, American and 
French—for a fourth, which preceded the three and deserves a 
place alongside them: the Dutch Revolution of 1581. Also one is 
surprised to find no mention either of John Ponet’s “Short 
Treatise on Politike Power” (1556), which developed the idea 
of man’s inalienable rights, nor of “A Defense of Liberty Against 
Tyrants” (1579), both of which were highly influential writings. 

A more serious criticism could be directed at the publisher 
for not putting this notable book out in two volumes. The one 
volume is extremely cumbersome. The book is actually far 
better reading than its heavy appearance suggests.

THIS SLIM, deftly written 
novel is as stark and moving 
as its subject matter, a sensi- 
tive woman’s futile struggle 
against the inevitability of 
death. 

Men are often described 
facing romantic or violent 
deaths. This story of a widow 
in a home for the aged is a 
reminder that even more cour- 
age may be required to face 
a hopeless, lonely death in 
old age. 


Trudie Van der Veen, who 
is 74, finds herself in a small 
ward of an institution in Hol- 
land, as she gains conscious- 
ness after suffering a stroke. 
She has been placed there by 
her daughter, who loves her 
and has been caring for her, 
but is no longer able to man- 
age the physical and financial 
demands, 


As she partially recovers, 
Mrs. Van der Veen is appalled 
by this new world to which 
she is condemned for the re- 
mainder of her life—‘‘sitting 
and waiting to die in a room 
full of old women,” with noth- 
ing to think of but eating, 
sleeping and the doom repre- 
sented by the Big Ward where 
inmates remain before death. 

Her fellow inmates are not 
attractive, for they are old, ill 
and often animal-like in their 
loss of control, but they are 
still human beings who can 
be painfully hurt by the cal- 
lous comment of an insensi- 
tive outsider. At one point, 
Mrs. Van der Veen is thrown 
to the floor in the slop created 
by panic over an inmate’s 
epileptic fit. She cries to her- 
self, “I should never have 
dreamed that I would find my- 
self in such’'a situation. ... 
If only I had died when (my 
husband) did, I should have 
been spared all this.” 


SHE LOOKS IN the mir- 
ror, trying to recall just how 
she became old so quickly. 
She re-examines her own char- 
acter. Her daughter, Helena, 
always scolded her for exces- 
sive shyness and willingness 
to sacrifice for others without 
establishing a goal in life out- 
side the family. But the older 
woman belonged to a different 
generation, when love seemed 
enough and the future was 
secure. 


Now she has no resources, 
of finances or feeling, to pro- 
vide the one thing her aged 
sensitivity requires, a private 
corner in which to die. 

Skilfully interweaving the 
mother’s thoughts with the 
daughter’s observations, the 
author describes the impact of 
institution and illness. Helena’s 
tough philosophy had always 
repelled her mother. In 
Helena’s view, each human 
being exists in terrible Joneli- 
ness, but avoids awareness of 
it because life would be un- 
bearable. 

“The whole world is like a 
concentration camp from 
which you can’t escape. We 
have been condemned and we 
don’t know why.” With life 
pointless and death inevitable, 
it might be better to cheat 
destiny and take one’s own 
life, 
have been denied free choice.

shocking to a concerned 
mother, now assumes some 
truth for the isolated invalid. 
It is terrible that people must 
die in such degrading circum- 
stances; it is terrible to die 
at all. 

Mrs. Van der Veen fearfully 
fights death even though living 
now is misery. Expecting no 
certain help on earth or in 
heaven, she has accepted the 
loneliness of human struggle. 
Death is not romance or lib- 
eration, but hard reality. 

The novel won a Netherlands 
government annual literary 
prize for its author, a young 
Dutchwoman, and was selected 
as a Book of the Month in 
Holland. Even those who dis- 
agree with Miss Van Velde’s 
philosophy will be profoundly 
moved as her old woman takes 
the final, lonely step through 
that “long black tunnel.”

“*THE TALL GREEN’? and its 
painter had a reunion the other day.

Next September, Osver will join the 
fine arts faculty, an assignment brought 
about by the absence on leave of William 
Fett. Fett, who is instructor in drawing, 
plans to spend the next year on the East 
Coast, painting in New York and Boston. 

Osver’s coming will add a strong new 
talent to the faculty roll. Since the 

_ early 1940s, his reputation has steadily 
grown, in this country and in Europe. 
He has a broad teaching background, 
and has maintained a high rate—and 
high level—of painting production. 

Much of Osver’s work has evoked poetic 
rhythms from the discordant, unrelated 
thrusts of city structures against the sky, 
or has resolved harsh city lights and 
shadows into color harmonies, or it has 
exploited the rigorous designs of steel 
girders. Several years ago, a New York 
critic who recognized some of the physi- 
cal features in Osver’s paintings called 

* him “a sort of Utrillo for Brooklyn.” 

Although the Osver cityscapes have 

‘grown out of places where he has lived 
and worked, notably New York and Chi- 
cago, they are not localized or particu-

larized in the sense in which Utrillo’s 
works are intimately identified with 
Paris. His canvases tend to present the 
spectator with aspects of the urban 
conglomeration that are generic to the 
man-made environment, wherever it is 
encountered. They seem to find some- 
thing compatible with the spirit of man 
in this, something rather home-like and 
warmly familiar in a cluster of chimneys 
or in the blue sky’s pressing through 
the iron lattice-work of elevated tracks. 
In this spirit of fond attachment to his 
theme, and of imbuing the commonplace 
with an intimacy of personal association, 
Osver is quite a lot like Utrillo. 

The encounter is one that does more 
than merely give the viewer something 
to look at; it rather draws him into the 


composition and seems to surround him 


with the circumstances of the painting. 
There are no figures, but the implica- 
tions of man and his works are part 
of the vision. 


**I’M NOT IN FLIGHT,’’ Osver 
wrote in the catalogue of a 1955 one-man 
show in Chicago. “I like nature! The 
incitement to lay brush to canvas comes 
from the excitement of the World of 
Things.” 

Osver was born in Chicago, and grew 
up there. He studied art under Boris 
Anisfeld at the Art Institute, and in 1936 
won a traveling fellowship which enabled 
him to go to Paris. The following year,

a girl he had met at the Institute, 
Ernestine Betsberg, also won a traveling 
fellowship, and also went to Paris. They 
met there again, and were married. 


After a year of joint painting in France 
and Italy, they went back to Chicago 
for a time, then to New York, in 1940. 
Osver taught at the Brooklyn Museum 
of Art School for several years. He won 
a Guggenheim Fellowship in 1950, which 


‘ was renewed in 1951, then he won a Prix 


de Rome, which led to travel and painting 
in Italy and France again for two years. 


Since then, he has served as artist-in- 
residence at the University of Florida, 
as guest lecturer and critic at Yale and 
other art schools, and as instructor at 
Cooper Institute in New York, where he 
worked last year. This summer, Osver 
will teach at Syracuse University. 


THE OSVERS ARRIVED in St. 
Louis a couple of weeks ago, and have 
been getting settled in an apartment at 
6678 Washington avenue, University City. 
He will leave about June 15 for his 
summer post, and Mrs. Osver will devote 
the summer to making curtains and to 
her own painting. 

Osver’s painting, ‘“The Tall Green,” in 
Steinberg Hall, was done in New York 
in 1956. Like other paintings that fol- 
lowed his Florida experience, it has a 
blossomy atmosphere of foliage among 
structural shapes. The university bought 
this work from a show of New York 
painters that it sponsored in Givens Hall 
gallery in 1957. 


Another Osver painting, ‘Under the 
Tracks,” done in 1951, is owned by the 
City Art Museum, which purchased it 
from the show, ‘‘Contemporary American 
Painting,” organized by the museum late 
in that year. 


TWO OTHER ARTISTS on the 
Fine Arts faculty have already begun 
extended summer tours. 


Charles Quest and his wife, Dorothy 
Quest, also a painter, are in Madrid. 
There, Quest is studying the Velazquez 
“Crucifixion” in the Prado, which he 
has been commissioned by the St. Louis 
Archdiocese to repaint as an altar mural 
for the Old Cathedral. He has already 
done preliminary work on the 9-by-14-foot 
canvas from reproductions, and will com- 
plete it from studies of the original. 


Siegfried Reinhardt and his wife, Harriet 
Reinhardt, a sculptor, left a week ago 
for Italy, where they will visit Rome, 
Florence and Venice. Germany, Switzer- 
land and France are also on their itin- 
erary, which will allow time for painting 
and sketching. 

Walter Barker will leave soon for a 
painting and sketching tour of Greece 
and Italy, his third trip abroad in as 
many years. Werner Drewes, accompanied 
by his wife, is on his way to France, 
Italy, Denmark and The Netherlands. 

Edward E. Boccia will spend the sum- 
mer as instructor in a University of 
Saskatchewan art camp on Emma Lake, 
in Canada. Howard W. Jones will put 
in the vacation season at painting on the 
Werner Drewes farm in the New York 
Catskills. Fred Conway and his wife, 
Connie Conway, also an artist, will paint 
in Puerto Rico. Richard Duhme, who 
has conducted sculpture classes at 
the Chautauqua Art Association, in New 
York State, for the last several years, 
will return there. 


‘The Individual in Modern Society 


Foreclosure of Old Hopes Offset by Opening of New Ones

POULTRYMEN ARE RAISING 
chickens which never strut around a barn- 
yard, never peck for worms, never see 
‘the sky. They are grown on sheets of 
wire netting almost like plants. Their 
cycle of day and night is altered by turn- 
ing lights on and off. Their feed is syn- 
thetic. As fowl, these birds may not be 
much; but for the market, they are all 
white meat. As to the effect of this de- 
~ naturalization on a chicken’s individual- 
’ ism no questions are asked. 


Even the weekly picture-books for adults 
» suggest that so-called human engineers 
and hidden persuaders are attempting to 
give man, the crown of Creation, more or 
less the same treatment so that he will 
buy the right product or vote for the 
right candidate. To them, the effect on 
: his individuality is of as little concern as 
» the trauma of the capon’s ego. 
. More than a century ago, Emerson 
_ complained that “things are in the saddle 
* and ride mankind.” Today Joseph Wood 
» Krutch cries out in the desert that in- 
) dividualism is being ridden down, that it 
almost has been ridden into the ground. 
. And his is no lonely voice. The limited 
circulation journals for ‘‘thinking people” 
' are full of laments about mass society, 
alienated psyches, trapped workers and 
captive audiences. In dishwater prose, 
the social scientists say what Aldous 
_ Huxley and George Orwell said with re- 
, deeming style and dash in “Brave New 
World” and “1984.” And they buttress the 
” analysis by pointing to the results: a ris- 
_ing divorce rate, juvenile delinquency, 
mental illness and other assorted woes. 
« WHAT’S WORSE, people are re- 
_ ported to be adjusting to this impersonal 
world. Truman Capote’s Holly Golightly 
_ disappeared in good time. She wouldn’t 
~ be going around now, saying: ‘“‘I’d like to 
“have my ego along. I still want to be 
» me when I wake up some fine morning 
. and have breakfast at Tiffany’s.”” The 
~ _ young no longer assert themselves. If 
they are hep, the word is: Get with it! 
* Their ideal is the ‘‘cool cat’’ who refuses 
* to get steamed up about what’s going to 
» happen anyway. For those a little older 
» there is the image of ‘the organization 
 man.”. For those who like fancier jargon, 
_ there is the fate of becoming ‘‘other-di- 
~ rected.” Those who still believe that it 


his own are dismissed as old-fashioned 
romantics, lost in the wrong century. 
Advertising used to get most of the 
blame. But the big bombs have filled the 
air not only with Strontium 90, but alsa 
with enough Angst, or generalized fear, to 
keep men in line. And if the bombs do 
not fall, there is automation with its man- 
less factories to crush individualism, and 
to make humans into robots as stand- 
ardized as the standardized stuff they buy 
at the behest of the voice in the TV bore- 
box. Maybe apathy or the psychiatrist's 
couch would be a defense against this, 
but the “‘new despair” has deeper roots. 


THOMAS HUXLEY’S _interpreta- 
tion of Darwinism certainly limited the 
scope of individualistic optimism. And in 
its wake have come determinism, logical 
positivism and existentialism, not to men- 
tion Freudian concern with ‘“‘the psycho- 
pathology of everyday life.” The totali- 
tarians came up with “brain washing,” 
and the Chinese Communists seem to 
have made a fine art of this. So “the Red 
world” is even worse off than “the free 
world.” 

But is the ‘new despair’ really new, 
except perhaps in some of its superficial, 
mechanical aspects? Is the new problem 
not really Hamlet’s old problem? Our 
society may or may not be “formless,” 
but does it really preclude all individual 
freedom? What of Albert Camus, didn’t 
he plumb all this deep gray and then re- 
ject it? Has the Bill of Rights become an 
outdated rigamarole? Do the mechanical 
brains really call all the shots, and al- 
ways to the advantage of the super-state 


or the super-corporation? Is it really 


silly to talk about individual fulfillment? 

It depends, of course, on what is meant 
by individualism,’and on what constitutes 
fulfillment. Edith Sitwell’s English ec- 
centrics might have a harder time nowa- 
days finding patrons to indulge them in 
their oddities. Anarchism and nihilism 
are out of.style. But such irresponsibility 
never really was popular. Man is a social 
animal. He lives by a measure of co- 
operation and discipline. Some adijust- 


_ ment always has been necessary—to wind 


and weather, to the common opinion on 
the proper cut of a coat, and especially 
to work, even to its drudgery.

and other worriers about the psyche do 
have a serious point when they say that 
today many people have unsatisfying oc- 
cupations, work for which they have no 


respect and in which they see little utility 
Making gadgets may be even worse than 
using them. But who ever expected to find 
serenity everywhere and all the time? 
Without brushing off the complaint, it is 
possible at least to say that today the 
workers—or at least all those who do not 
need to be ‘“‘moonlighters” to hold body 
and soul together—no longer labor from 
the rising of the sun to its setting. They 
have time on their hands—even time for 
the cultivation of the soul. No law com- 
pels endless attention to the payola boys. 
Art and culture no longer are exclusively 
for the few. It is possible to play the 
piano or the violin instead of tuning in 
the ball game. And there are books, and 
books, and books. 


It may be that our intellectual and 
esthetic progress has been slower than 
our technological advance. This may 
have to some extent dehumanized music, 
painting, sculpture and architecture. It 
certainly has had its political effects. But 
as one psychologist has said, ‘even the 
most constricted person living in the most 
constricted social setting has some cCa- 
pacity for introspection.”” He can think 
about what is going on. And he can do 
something about it. This precisely is what 
individualism is all about, the possibility 
of the individual, having a hand in the 
shaping of his time. It is a fair bet that 
the man who belongs to a discussion group, 
goes to a union meeting or joins his ward 
organization—or perhaps merely writes a 
letter to the editor—is as effective as the 
ancient who walked up to the forum to 
have a word in the debate. 


THERE IS NO DENYING that 
Hollywood and other caterers to the com- 
mon denominator tend to distract a man 
from the great Western tradition of par- 
ticipation. It is more difficult to live like 
Montaigne or Dr. Johnson. But it is not 
utterly impossible; and the contest people 
keep reminding us of the acceptability of a 
reasonable facsimile. Science may have 
foreclosed some far-fetched hopes. But 
other prospects have been opened. There 
always was much in the world for com- 
plaining, much for changing, and much 


. for enjoying, Those fundamentals persist. 
The extent to which a man is ridden by 


things—and dehumanized ideas—still is a 
matter for individual choice. Why, a man 
can eyen buy a small car instead of one 
of those big gas-eaters! He does not have 
to get on the wire netting with the other 
chickens, 


LILI BOULANGER 


Classical Records 


LILI BOULANGER, the sister of the internationally 
celebrated pedagogue Nadia Boulanger, died at the age of 24 
but not before she had composed a respectable body of musical 
works which were admired by all the musicians who knew them. 
Unfortunately her music has not been widely performed and for 
that reason a recording of five compositions for chorus and 
orchestra is an enterprising coup and one that should be widely 
acclaimed in the international musical community. 

From all accounts Mile. Boulanger was shy and sickly and 
one might suppose that her work would be distinguished mainly 
for its delicacy. On the contrary all five of the pieces recorded 
are strongly formulated and full of a sweeping, transcendent 
kind of beauty on a big scale. They are “Du Fond de L’Abime,” 
“Vielle Priere Bouddhique,”’ “Pie Jesu’ and the Psalms 24 and 
129 and they are performed by the Orchestre Lamoureux and 
the Chorale Elizabeth Brasseur with Igor Markevitch conducting. 
A persisting use of modal scales gives each work an archaic as 
well as a religious character but the use of the orchestra both in 
harmony and instrumentation shows a high skill in making a 
contemporary medium serve an artistic purpose. 

The mood in ‘‘Du Fond de L’Abime”’ and the two Psalms is one 
of exhaltation. Orchestra, chorus and soloists are all excellent in 
making a strong, tonally beautiful response to the conducting of 
Igor Markevitch. The soloist in ‘Pie Jesu” is an unidentified 
boy soprano. The information on the jacket is largely devoted to 
Nadia Boulanger and far too little is said about Lili, whose 
compositions are the raison d’etre of the recording. The acousti- 
cal properties of the record are favorable to the sound of both 
voices and orchestra.

The Listening Mind 


The Rewards of Concentration 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


IN RESPONSE to a recently published article on this page 
a correspondent—who prefers to be identified as C. L. H.—says 
that he has tried symphonic music but doesn’t have enough “‘edu- 
cation and background” to enjoy it. From this experience and 
the reports of several friends, he concludes that “long-haired 
music is not compatible with our present day living.” He sug- 
gests therefore that the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra should 
devote itself exclusively to the type of programs played at the 
Boston ‘‘Pops.”’ 

It is highly unlikely that C.L.H. is debarred from the enjoy- 
ment of symphonies because of his education or lack of it. As 
he is a professional man he must be well enough acquainted 
with various cultural activities to respect them. That and gen- 
eral exercises in concentration (which he must have under- 
gone) are about the only advantages in listening to music that 
he would carry over from any non-musical education. 

An intensive musical education, of course, should bring anyone 
to a more immediate and more extensive musical appreciation 
than complete ignorance of the subject. Even the review course 
which teaches something about music history and form is better 
than nothing and there is no reason why it shouldn’t be a re- 
quired study in the grade schools. Yet it must be evident that 
musical sophistication is not essential to enjoyment of symphony, 
opera, string quartets or the song literature. 


IF AUDIENCES were composed entirely of qualified 
scholars thé understanding of processes, including the creative 
process would undoubtedly be greater. But it is probable that 
the post-mortem session, with everybody analyzing the material, 
the devices and the techniques of performance in microscopic 
detail, would become more important than the concert. In any 
case music has never been addressed exclusively to musicians. 
Mozart said of a concerto he had composed that it would please 
the public and would also have something in it for the connois- 
seur. 


I surmise that C. L. H. is speaking of a mental attitude, rather 
than education, when he says that he is not qualified to enjoy a 
symphony. When listening to a hit tune on the radio or music in 
the popular theater he is not required to meet it half way. He 
can lie back, inert and passive, like a man on a massage table 
and it will minister to his senses. The hit tune requires no con- 
centration because it is purposely constructed of elements so 
familiar that the listener responds immediately with ready-made 
emotions. 

When the listener brings the same attitude to the concert hall 
he discovers that he is not being “‘sent.’”” A couple of pretty good 
tunes come and go and then the orchestra plunges into a boiling 
ocean of seemingly irrelevant sound. It is at this point, I dare- 
say, that a listener such as C.L.H. decides that he is out of his 
element. 


HE IS, OF COURSE; but he need not spend three years 
in a study of theory to get himself oriented. A little knowledge 
of what is meant by development and modulation; or the struc- 
tural difference between a scherzo and a rondo may lead him to 
a short cut. But what he needs most of all is the original willing- 
ness to keep his mind focused on the music, measure by measure. 
From this sustained contact will come the feeling of communion 
and the intermingled emotional and intellectual response. It may 
not all come immediately; the greater the music the longer will 
it take to discover all of its complex properties; and most of us 
never have time enough. But this is how music lovers are made. 

The audience for art (‘classical’) music has always been a 
minority in every community and every period; and more so in 
the great days of Ducal patronage than now. When the court 
orchestras played only for the patron and his friends there was 
much less opportunity than now for the general public to know 
and appreciate the works of great masters. 

Why then is the existing public for great music so relatively 
small? C.L.H. says that ‘“‘long haired” music is incompatible 
with our times. I suggest that too few are willing to pay the 
price in sustained attention. Even so the audiences are growing 
and there is reason to believe that better and -more consistent 
instruction is the schools foreshadows a further increase, and a 
qualitative increase, in the audiences for art music. 


SO THE SUGGESTION made by C.L.H. that the 
Symphony Orchestra devote itself to a 50 per cent popular pro- 
gram would be an unnecessary surrender to difficulties pre- 
sented, not by dwindling audiences but by the economics of | 
maintenance. It would also be gratuitous, so far as the larger 
public for popular music is concerned. As the purveying of 
popular music is commercially profitable no subsidized organ- 
ization is needed for this purpose; and it would probably not be 
competitive with the night club singers and combos or the 
television musicals. 

The only reason for a symphony orchestra’s existence is that 
it is wholly different in kind from institutions that offer popular 
music. Older communities acknowledge this by making it a part 
of the general cultural apparatus to be sustained by public funds. 
American institutions are supported by private funds, and per- 
haps we can continue to do so. But the purpose, as in Vienna or 
London, is the same and should remain so.

To obtain insured status with 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. a newly opened bank must 
have capitalization equal to 8 per 
cent of the projected resources 
of the bank after three years of 
operation. This standard is the 
average capital to resources ra- 
tio of all insured banks in the 
United States in recent years. 


The higher capital require 
ments for recently opened banks 
also will increase their ability to 
continue if operations should 
prove unprofitable for a while.

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Yosemite Still Wondrous Chasm 
To Record Number of Visitors 


“Wondrous chasm” were the 
words uttered by Horace Greeley 
on his first view of Yosemite 
Valley. His praises, as well as 
those of other early-day enthusi- 
asts helped stimulate an influx 
of sightseeing visitors to this 
majestic Jandmark of Yosemite 
National Park. 

Last year more than a million 
visitors to the park established 
a record that is expected to be 
broken in 1960. 

“Wondrous” is an apt descrip- 
tion of the Yosemite Valley 
which lies 150 miles east of San 
Francisco. Its floor is approx- 
imately 4000 feet above sea level. 
Its walls rise abruptly 3000 to 
4000 feet to a rolling plateau re- 
gion culminating in mountain 
peaks 10,000 to 13,000 feet high. 
Abounding within the valley’s 
seven-mile length and half-mile 
width are enormous monolithic 
cliffs and domes, a variety of 
waterfalls, wooded areas and) 


flowering meadows.

Throughout the years, moun- 
tain climbers have found adven- 
ture scaling its alpine-like peaks. 

Another attraction of the park 
is Mariposa Grove with its giant 
sequoia trees surrounded by wa- 
terfalls and towering cliffs. 
Early pioneers had little interest 
in the natural beauty of these 
trees. They would have logged 
and carted them away, but the 
centuries-old bark proved too 
tough for nineteenth century 
wood-chopping implements. 

By the time lumber men had 
developed the necessary tools, 
the state covernment of Califor- 
nia, in co-operation with the fed- 
eral government, declared these 
trees part of the national do- 
main. Measurements of the Lafa- 
yette Tree offer an example of 
the formidable size of these se- 
quoias. Several hundred feet tall, 
it is 3014 feet in diameter at the 
base, and has a girth of 96 feet.

CUT GASOLINE 
TAX COLLECTION 


MEW YORK, June 4 (AP)—. 
Economy-size cars are putting a) 
dent in gasoline tax collections. | 

The bite is expected to be-' 
come sizable in the next few 
years if the popularity of Ameri- 
can compacts and foreign im- 
ports holds up as expected. 

The trade publication Petro- 
leum Marketer estimates that in 
1964 economy cars will account 
for a saving of 5,400,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline. 

That would mean a loss of 
$548,000,000 in potential federal 
and state gasoline taxes. 

The increase in smaller cars—_| 
as everyone is aware—has been 
phenomenal. | 

They represented about one- 
half of 1 per cent of the new 
car registrations in 1954. By 
1957 the percentage had risen to 
5.3 In 1959 it was 16. 

This year, with advent of the 
American compacts, the econ- 
omy car share of the market 
will skyrocket. 

A research agency predicts 
that by 1964 yearly sales of com- 
pacts will total 3,000,000, or 
more than 40 per cent of all 
new car sales. 

By then, it is forecast, one 
out of every five cars on the 
road will be a compact.

A NEW COLUMN, “Pet Doctor,” appears in the Post- 
Dispatch and 99 other newspapers. Before the column was 
two weeks old it had been bought by 100 newspapers and the 
problem the men at the Associated Press had was deciding 
whether they felt like Christopher Columbus or Napoleon, 
great discoverers or great conquerors. 

‘“‘Pet Doctor” is the work of three St. Louis county people, 
M. H. Medearis, the artist in the crowd, his wife, Betty, and 
her former employer, Alfred Moller, doctor of veterinary 
medicine. Mrs. Medearis was Moller’s secretary for three 
years. One day the veterinarian had a problem. He hoped 
Medearis, a commercial artist with newspaper experience, 
could help. Moller wanted to place a story in the newspapers, 
stating that it would be nice for dogs and nice for people, 
too, if the dogs rushed out and got their anti-rabies shots. 

Medearis agreed. All dogs should bite for the fun of it, 
not because they are mad. Then he had the key thought in the 
development. The thought was, ‘“‘Why give away advice on 
pets? Why not sell it? In a column.” 


Mrs. Medearis and Moller appreciated the beauty 
of Medearis’s thoughts. They went to work on it, all 
three of them. They worked like this: Mrs. Medearis 
or Moller hauled out and dusted off a question some- 
body had asked them about a dog, cat, parakeet, 
turtle, skunk, horse, all the things people keep around 
the house to amuse the children, Or to flatter the 
adults when they want obedience and the children have 
run fresh out of it. 


» MOLLER ANSWERED THE QUESTION, writing in long- 
hand on yellow ledger sheets. That is good literary equipment. 
Thomas Wolfe wrote on such sheets. But Wolfe was not a 
veterinarian. And the veterinarian is not a Wolfe. So Mrs. 
Medearis took Moller’s answers and translated them from the 
technical language to prose anybody can read to his dog 
without destroying the creature's understanding of man, Then 
Medearis drew a little picture to go with the question-and- 
answer presentation. They still work that way. 

Medearis went to New York with sample columns last 
November. He got the feeling he was welcome. ‘‘Five of the 
14 syndicates in New York wanted the column,” he said. The 
Associated Press got it. 


Medearis had an idea the way Edison and Frank- 
lin and Fulton and P. T. Barnum and all those noted 
dog-lovers had ideas. He just reached into the air and 
pulled out something simple, like electricity, that had 
been there all along only everybody was too busy 
thinking of complicated ways to make money to notice 
the simple ways.

CHAPTER ONE. 


THE UNLUCKIEST CROOK I! 
ever met was a burglar who fell 
asleep under a bed in Beverly 
Hills. He was the kind of crim- 
inal who has made police work 
unique in this exclusive com- 
munity. Hiding in a master bed- 
room, with nothing to do but 
wait for his victims to retire 
for the night, he yielded to the 
thick luxury of the wall-to-wall 
carpeting. He was snoring peace- 
fully on the floor when we ar- 
rived to arrest him. 


I remember the sleepy bur- 
glar because he found his brief 
encounter with life among the 
millionaires too rich for his 
blood. I've been handling 
millionaires and movie stars and 
other gold-plated types for more 
than 30 years as a Beverly Hills 
policeman. 

Not everybody here is a mil- 
lionaire, of course, but we have 
enough of them to make ours the 
wealthiest community of its size 
in the United States, and pos- 
sibly the world. 


Fringing the canyons and hill- 
tops of the city are the homes 
of some 200 of the biggest stars 
in motion pictures and television, 
plus dozens of famous producers, 
directors and writers, composers, 
musicians, song-writers, oil and 
industrial millionaires who com- 
mute to offices in New York. 


Back in 1919, when the movie 
stars had begun building show- 
place homes in the foothills west 
of Hollywood, Douglas Fair- 
banks Sr., suggested putting 
a wall around our little six- 
square-mile city to keep it ex- 
clusive. The wall never mate- 
rialized, but an _ invisible eco- 
nomic wall set Beverly Hills 
apart. Mary ' Pickford, Gloria 
Swanson, Charlie Chaplin, Will 
Rogers, Harold Lloyd, Tom Mix, 
Marion Davies, .ohn Barrymore, 
Carl Laemmle, Louis B. Maver 
and other movie ‘‘greats’’ were 
early settlers, 


Their homes and others built 
during the years have made 
Beverly Hills a tourist attrac- 
tion. Sidewalk vendors along 
Sunset boulevard do a steady 
business selling guide maps to 
movie-star homes to the 3,000,- 
000 sightseers who come to Bev- 
erly Hills every year. Even if 
many of our famous homes are 
screened by high walls . and 
trees, and the guide maps often 
out-of-date, the city’s other resi- 
dences make the trip worth- 
while. 


Within the city’s estates are 
artificial waterfalls, indoor foun- 
tains, private trout pools, mosaic 
floors transported from Euro- 
pean castles, swimming pools 
ranging up to $100,000 in price, 
gold-plated bathroom fixtures. 
One hillside home is surrounded 
by life-sized marble statues. An- 
other mansion and its grounds 
cost the owner $3,000,000. 


As the hub of an area of 25 
square miles of fine homes, 
Beverly Hills has a luxury shop- 
ping district. Juel Park has lace 
negligees at $1500 each; Mr. Rex 
sells cerulean mink hats for 
$550, and you can pick up a 24- 
carat emerald-cut diamond from 
Ruser for just $200,000. Chil- 
dren’s toys? Uncle Bernie’s Toy 
Menagerie has fancy stuffed ti- 
gers at $400 each. At Christ- 
mas, corner drugstores do a de- 
partment-store business in $200 
gold cigarette lighters and $185- 
a-bottle perfumes. 

Blessed with the sixth highest 
per-capita income in the United 
States, Beverly Hills has more 
branch offices of New York 
Stock Exchange members than 
any other city its size, and ap- 
proximately $400,000,000 on de- 
posit in its banks. 


Lawyers and doctors nat- 
urally love us. We have al- 
most a thousand attorneys 


here, although our only courte 
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are small municipal ones. We 
have 650 medical men, includ- 
ing many expensive psychia- 
trists. 


People joke about the absence 
of pedestrians on our fine resi- 
dential streets, but since the av- 
erage family here has two auto- 
mobiles and two telephones there 
is little need to walk except for 
exercise. Our patrolmen admit- 
tedly are inquisitive about stran- 
gers walking in certain districts, 
yet we don’t discourage pedes- 
trians we know, like the lone 
woman who walks the streets 
every morning between 2 and 4 
o'clock, rain or shine, always in 
the gutters, avoiding the side- 
walks. We also have a friendly 
word for the wealthy woman 
who lives in a large house sur- 
rounded by an electrically-wired 
fence, with the grounds illu- 
minated all night long. We know 
she was badly frightened by a 
criminal in her youth. 


We take our celebrities in 
stride. Gary Cooper entering his 
office at Wilshire boulevard and 
Beverly drive, Jimmy Stewart 
taking his twins to Sunday 
school, or Lucille Ball window- 
shopping, hardly get a second 
look; anywhere else they would 
draw crowds. Although our 
movie residents are internation- 
ally famous they are not as 
influential in Beverly Hills’ so- 
ciety as other citizens whose 
names are seldom seen because 
they dislike publicity. 

Through the years our mayors 
and city councilmen have been 
citizens of means and reputa- 
tion, millionaires and _ retired 
generals among them, who serve 
the city without pay. 

Nobody can fix a traffic ticket 
in Beverly Hills. There are so 
many influential people here 
that the police department can- 
not afford to play favorites. 
Years ago the judges and the 
police worked out an escape- 
proof traffic ticket plan. Our 
policy is so well known now 
that everybody pays, or goes 
to court. 


I have found that million- 
aires will resort to all kinds 
of dodges in an attempt to 
save a few dollars in coping 
with our traffic laws. One 
wealthy stock broker got away 
with overtime parking on a 
residential street near the busi- 
ness district by a plan which 
must have kept him rather 
occupied. He would park his 
car, then watch it from his 
office window through binocu- 
lars. When he saw a traffic 
officer mark his tire he would 
wait two hours and then move 
the car just before the officer 
was due to check tires again. 
He got free parking for con- 
siderable periods of time be- 
fore he was caught. 


Handling millionaires is some- 
times a headache for the police. 
Two prominent citizens quarrel- 
ing over a barking dog can be 
more troublesome than a couple 
of longshoremen slugging each 
other. We have had some famous 
feuds in Beverly Hills, most of 
them rather silly. It takes re- 
markably little to start a neigh- 
borhood fuss, noisy children or 
dogs will do it, and we have 
had some Homeric battles over 
the ownership of hedges. Local 
surveyors have picked up small 
fortunes resurveying property 
lines. 


Our hottest feud Jasted almost 
two years and resulted in some 
80 complaints being filed with 
the police department by a Brit- 


ish star of the silent screen and 
his next-door neighbor, a wealthy 
restaurateur. The business man 
alleged that the actor disturbed 
the peace by quarreling with 
his wife. The actor, in turn, 
complained that his neighbor ar- 
rived home noisily every morn- 
ing at 2 o'clock, driven by a 
chauffeur who raced the engine. 

In answer to complaints of 
various neighbors the _ actor 
strung a rope from his back 
porch to a telephone pole, hung 
tin cans on it filled with rocks, 
and yanked it vigorously at in- 
tervals, setting up a clamor 
which could be heard for blocks, 
He made a dramatic offer to 
buy all the pianolas in the 
vicinity and burn them at a 
designated spot if his neighbors 
would sign a pledge to buy no 
more noise-producing instr u- 
ments. Later, another ac- 
tor moved in next door and the 
belligerent Briton got into a fuss 
with him too. Eventually the 
British actor moved away and 
peace settled on Beverly Hills. 


However, the truth is that 
during my years as a Beverly 
Hills policeman we have had 
very little trouble with mem- 
bers of the movie colony. Motion 
picture people who are success- 
ful are no problem. They are too 
busy to get into mischief. Those 
who do are usually newcomers 
unwisely trying to live it up, or 
former celebrities trying to cling 
to their fast-fading fame. 

Most movie stars of today 
have business agents who put 
them on a budget and supervise 
their investments, even limiting 
their pocket money. The busi- 
ness agents, in turn, have law- 
yers, accountants and_invest- 
ment advisers, so that a movie 
or television star's money is 
more likely to stay with him for 
a longer period of time. Some 
stars are among the biggest 
property owners in Beverly Hills 
today. A handsome new office 
building on Wilshire boulevard 
belongs to Alan Ladd; Red Skel- 
ton and Fred MacMurray own 
apartment houses; Joan Craw- 
ford, Irene Dunne, Frank Borz- 
age, Jeanette MacDonald and a 
dozen other celebrities are busi- 
ness property landlords in Bev- 
erly Hills. 


Behind the glamour and glit- 
ter of Beverly Hills there is 
another city which a police- 
man sees in line of duty, a 
city of heartbreak for many 
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Wiphire Boulevard—Great White

people. I have known million- 
aires who died of alcoholism 
in their mansions; surrounded 
by servants and luxury; and 
movie stars who ended up 
as derelicts. I have known 
financial men who tried to use 
their banks and institutions for 
social advancement, making 
unsound loans which wrecked 
their careers and in one case 
resulted in a prison sentence. 
I have known too many mid- 
dle-aged wealthy widows who 
have been picked off. by glib 
and handsome confidence 
men, and elderly widowers 
deceived by unscrupulous 
women interested only in 
money. 


As I write this there is a pret- 
ty divorcee with two children 
who cannot call her fortune her 
own. She received a huge set- 
tlement from her multimillion- 
aire husband, enough to be inde- 
pendent for life, but she is be- 
ing kept under wraps by an ex- 
convict who has taken over as 
manager of her large home. 

We once had a bank robbery 
staged by a daughter of a mil- 
lionaire and her playboy hus- 
band, who had run out of money, 
The wife came from a wealthy 
plantation family in Hawaii, but 
her husband disdained honest 
work. They concocted a novel 
holdup. They rented a car and 
cruised around Beverly Hills 
until they saw a mother with a 
2-year-old son on the street. 
They stopped to admire the 
baby and the girl played on 
the mother’s sympathies with a 
sob story. She had lost her own 
baby boy, she said, while her 
husband was away in the serv- 
ice, and it would make them so 
happy if they could take this 
beautiful child to the corner 
drug store and buy him an ice 
cream soda. The mother con- 
sented and the couple drove 
away with the child. 


Instead of stopping at the 
drug store they went to the 
nearest bank, where the wife 


waited in the car while the hus- 
band carried the boy _ inside. 
With the boy in his arms the 
husband walked up to a teller’s 
window, handed a_¥ surprised 
teller two stick-up notes, and 
flourished a gun. He walked out 
of the bank with his tiny hostage 
and $1200 of the bank’s money. 
When the couple returned the 
child to his mother she jotted 
down the license number of their 
car, suspicious because they had 
been gone longer than she had 
anticipated. After they departed 


she tried to find out from the 
boy what had happened, but he 
was just learning to talk and 
could say only, ‘‘Man played 
cowboy,’” which meant nothing 
to her. 


Next day, when newspaper 
headlines reported a_ bank 
holdup in which a small boy 
had been used as a shield, she 
telephoned police headquar- 
ters to give us the license 
number. We soon traced the 
car to a swank Los Angeles 
hotel where the couple were 
registered. They had gone to 
the race track and lost $200 
of the bank’s money. How- 
ever, we recovered the rest of 
the money, jailed the robbers, 
and wrote off the case as 
solved in 24 hours. 


In a later installment, I will 
get to the jewel thieves and bur- 
glars, some of them internation- 
ally known, who have “hit’’ 
Beverly Hills during the years. 
We've also had some amateurs 
whose ingenious methods have 
kept them fresh in my memory. 
One burglar, a caretaker on a 
yacht, carried a small acetylene 
torch on his shoulder like a 
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knapsack and a coil of rope at- 
tached to a steel hook. When 
he visited Beverly Hills he stood 
in an alley behind a store build- 
ing, tossed the hook to the roof 
where it caught and held, then 
climbed the rope hand over hand 
and pulled it up after him, leav- 
ing no evidence for a passing 
patrolman that a burglar was 
at work. He cut a hole in the 
roof, but failed to notice several 
small wires which he touched. 
These set off a silent burglar 
alarm and he soon found him- 
self surrounded by police. 


I remember a crooked jewelry 
salesman who took jewels on 
consignment from __ individuals 
who advertised them: for sale, 
and later claimed he had lost 
them. His stories were dramatic. 
Once, he said, he was kidnaped 
and robbed. Anothér time he re- 
ported he had lost a large dia- 
mond down a toilet in a Los 
Angeles hotel, and on a third 
occasion he claimed he had been 
held-up in Hollywood. We dis- 
proved all his stories and had 
him in jail, awaiting trial, when 
we got another ‘‘break” in the 
case. He had secretly dispatched 
a woman social worker from 
the jail to dig up a can which 
he had buried in his father-in- 
law’s yard without the latter's 
knowledge. When the father-in- 
law saw a strange woman dig- 
ging surreptitiously in his yard 
he called the police, and 
we recovered the can of ‘‘lost’’ 
jewelry and assured the cul- 
prit’s extended stay in prison. 

Another odd ‘‘customer’” we 
handled was the son of a wealthy 
family who had dissipated his 
fortune but had managed to 
make a small name for himself 
as a writer of: motion picture 
and television scripts. He was 
able to write bad checks. for 
thousands of dollars in various 
cities throughout California, vic- 
timizing the friends who had 
known him when he had money, 
He was married several times, 
and we caught up with him just 
after he had bought his latest 
wife some expensive gifts, with 
worthless checks. 


The glamorous surroundings 
of Beverly Hills Co not make 
police work any less dangerous 
here than it is anywhere else, 
We have lost several fine offi- 
cers who gave their lives in line 
of duty.

For an annual fee (about $5 to $10), they 
offer to dispatch the right service-man any time you need 
one, make sure his work is good, bill you just once a month. 
Newest, in a suburban New York area, offers repairs, plus 
numerous counseling services, too—it has a staff of experts to 
advise On renovations and additions, mortgage financing, 
insurance, decorating and, when the times comes, selling. 


» SHOULD YOU JOIN? Although a few, poorly financed new 
clubs have folded, sometimes leaving members holding the 
bag, most clubs do well; Better Business Bureaus have had 
few complaints.

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New Museum for Art of Old West 


Whitney Gallery at Cody (Wyo.) Built at Cost of $450,000—Russell, Remington Works Featured

CODY, Wyo., June 4. 


OUT AT THE FAR SIDE of 
Cody, where the highway turns 
along a plateau overlooking the 
bleak Shoshone River valley, the 
tourist heading for the east eén- 
trance to Yellowstone National 
Park comes upon just about the 
last thing he would expect to 
find. It is an art museum. 

There, on a rock-strewn open 
space, stands a long, low build- 
ing with massive stone walls and 
widely projecting eaves. This is 
the Whitney Gallery of Western 
Art, opened just a year ago. The 
traveler who pauses at the West- 
ern Gallery will find attractions 
that seem likely to share public 
attention this season with the 
natural wonders of Yellowstone 
on fairly equal terms. 

It is not unusual to find muse- 
ums in the West, for a strong 
sense of regional identity has 
been asserting itself in recent 
years. Almost every community 
has its collection of local arti- 
facts, often preserved by the ef- 
forts of a few people who recog- 
nized the importance of channel- 
ing historical materials of all 
kinds into safe custody. 

But the museum at Cody set 
out to be an art museum, and 
it is the only institution in the 
country devoted entirely to the 
art of the American West. Its 
exhibitions of works by painters 
and sculptors of the old West, 
and by Indian craftsmen, may 
partake of history, but they are 
evaluated and displayed as art. 

To house them, the Western 
Gallery's supporters provided a 
$450,000 building, air conditioned 
the year round, with a heavy- 
dutv lighting system. 

The director .is Dr. Harold 
McCracken, a naturalist, explor- 
er, author of several books about 
Western artists, and owner of 
the world’s largest collection 
of Frederic Remington memora- 
bilia. McCracken began his as- 
signment with the conviction that 
much good American art of the 
Nineteenth century and earlier 
has been obscured because it is 
so often seen in a blur of old 
rocking chairs, pioneer wedding 
dresses, gold-panning gear and 
souvenir saddles. 

He felt that it was time for 
this country to take proper notice 
of its rich heritage of art that 
srew out of the. opening of the 
West. The place to notice if, 
then, was in: quarters that were 
up to top museum standards. 

McCracken decided to be dif- 
ferent from big museums in one 
respect. His museum would have 
open-house receptions to intro- 
duce new exhibitions, but thirsty 
guests could just help themselves 
at the drinking fountain—no tea, 
no coffee, no punch, no highballs. 

‘“Nobody’s. going to wander 
around sloshing drinks on these 
paintings,”” McCracken said, as 
he attached a label to the 
Charles M. Russell watercolor, 
“In the Enemy Country.” 

To establish its role even more 
clearly, and to encourage other 
regional art museums, the West- 
ern Gallery confines itself to art 
of the Northern Plains and 
Rocky Mountain regions. 


This is the part of the coun- 
try that figures very specif- 
ically in references to St. 
Louis as “the gateway to the 
West.” The Lewis and Clark 
expedition, which started from 
St. Louis, followed the Mis- 
souri and Yellowstone rivers 
through Montana. The Oregon 
Trail, which for many pioneers 
also began at the St. Louis 
riverfront, crossed the lower 
part of Wyoming. This is the 
country that will be seen sym- 
bolically through the great 
span of the Saarinen Arch, 
when it is finally constructed 
on the St. Louis levee. 


Featured attraction of the 
Western Gallery this season is 
a tremendous show of paintings 
and sculptures by Charles M. 
Russell, the St. Louis-born ‘‘cow- 
boy artist’ who went to Mon- 
tana when he was 16, in 1880, 
and made that state his home 
until his death in 1926. 

In the Russell collection now 
on view at Cody are 203 oils 
and water colors and 166 sculp- 
tures, in all valued at more 
than a million dollars. A single 
large oil, ‘‘Where Great Herds 
Come to Drink,”’ now in the mu- 
seum’s own collection, has a 
$60,000 valuation. 

There are actually three big 
collections of Russell works in 
the display. One was assembled 
by William E. Weiss Jr. of New 
York, another by the late 
Charles Ulrick Bay and his wife, 
of New York and Wyoming, the 
third by Dr. Armand Hammer 
and Charles S. Jones of Los An- 
geles. 
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One of Frederic Remington's best known bronzes, “Coming Through the Rye," is a recent gift to the Whitney 


Museum of Western Art at Cody, Wyo. 
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include Rus- 
sell’s own collection of the best 
specimens of his. bronze cast-

ings, and 52 wax models, his. 


own originals. Some of these 
were never cast, and now can- 
not be, under provisions of Mrs. 
Russell’s will. They have been 
given to the museum, and will 
never again be moved from 
their air-tight case. 

(Russell devotees will be glad 
to know that another big show 
of his works, more than 80 
paintings and bronzes, has just 
opened at the Gilcrease Museum 


at Tulsa, Okla. The collection 
came from the estate of Philip 
Cole, a Montana collector. This 


exhibit will run through Septem- 
ber. The Historical Society of 
Montana, at Helena, also has a 
large permanent Russel! exhibi- 
t10n.) 

Notable as the Russell collec- 
tion is at Cody, it is only part of 
the show, In another wing is 
the famous Remington Studio 
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left, built by Cody and named for his 
space; center, HAROLD McCRACKEN, museum director; right, statue, Buffalo Bil, the Scout," 
casually placed boulders near museum. 
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Front of museum. Main entrance is through door in glass wall. 
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Collection—the entire contents of 
the New Rochelle, N.Y., studio 
of Frederic Remington, generally 
ranked foremost among all paint- 
ers of the western scene, who 
died in 1909. It includes cowboy, 
Indian and army paraphernalia, 
110 small oil sketches and several 
of the artist’s palettes and 
brushes. 

There is still more. The Smith- 
sonian Institution has lent 32 oils 
by George Catlin, which are 
among the first authentic pictures 
ever made of the Northern Plains 
and its Indians. There are color 
drawings by Cheyenne Indians, 
Indian ceremonial costumes in 
pristine condition, a collection of 
early Colt revolvers and two au- 
thentic stagecoaches., 

To assure that this arrav of 
art and crafts would be displayed 
to the best possible advantage, 
the museum brought in Fred 
Stahman and Karl Moeller, two 
experienced gallery men from 
Knoedler’s in New York. They 
designed the entire format of the 
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exhibition, and it was installed 
under their direction. 

The Western Gallery is a plains 
style structure of concrete and 
steel, with walls of field stone on 
which the natural growth of lich- 
en has carefully been left undis- 
turbed. The roof is shingled with 
thick slabs of hand-split cedar 
(over reinforced concrete.) 


What they call a field stone 
here in Cody is just a loose piece 
of Rocky Mountain. The museum 
wall boulders are laid five feet 
thick at the base, tapering in to 
three feet at the top. 

The building has only two win- 
dows — actually broad window 
walls, one at each end of the 
main gallery, 240 feet apart. 
When the visitor stands inside, 
looking down this long space, 
he sees that the distant back 
window frames the heroic eques- 
trian statue, ‘‘Buffalo Bill, the 
Scout,’ done by Gertrude Van- 
derbilt Whitney and installed in 
1924. 

The figure of Col. William F. 
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It shows cowboys coming in off the range for a celebration in town. 
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Cody, mounted on his favorite 
horse and brandishing a carbine, 
stands a short distance outside 
the museum, on a rocky emi- 
nence near the edge of the es- 
carpment that falls away. to 
what the Indians called the 
“Stinking Water.’”’ Across the 
Shoshone River beyond the Cody 
monument to the north stands 
Rattlesnake Mountain. Around 
to the left, or west, is the deep 
river canyon, then Cedar Moun- 
tain, which is skirted by the 
highway into Yellowstone. 


Few men have left so deep 
an imprint on so large a re- 
gion as did Buffalo Bill Cody, 
and the imprint is strong in 
the town that he founded and 
which bears his name. He also 
founded, in 1899, the weekly 
Cody Enterprise, which is still 
going strong, and he built the 
cut stone Irma Hotel, named 
for his daughter and still the 
town’s main dining-out place. 


The bar at the Irma is a splen- 


~ 


daughter, still looks as it did in Cody's early days except for installation of bar-lounge in former veranda 
by Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney, at top of mound of 


did mahogany structure crowned 
by a buffalo head, carved nearla 
lifesize from a mahogany bloclm 
Sad to relate, the bar is now 
a lunch and coffee-break counter. 
The customer in search of 
sterner refreshments is served 
in a new, effete bar - lounge 
that has been built where a wide 
veranda used to be. It has a 
wall-to-wall shag rug. 


Like the museum, the town of 
Cody lives in cycles geared to 
the Yellowstone Park season. 
Most of the year it follows a 
leisurely existence. For the 
three summer months it bustles 
with tourists, with parking 
Space at a premium, its numer- 
ous motels operating full blast 
and its souvenir shops doing a 
lively business in American In- 
dian dolls, made in Japan, and 
miniature covered wagons, made 
in Brooklyn, 


Last year, a landslide closed 
the eastern park entrance early 
in the season, and an earth- 
quake shook the park visitors 
loose near the end of the season. 
Buffalo Bill’s town will be glad 
to welcome company this sum- 
mer. 


Buffalo Bill got his name by 
contracting to provide buffalo 
meat for Union Pacific railroad 
construction workers after the 
Civil War. He also was a Pony 
Express rider, Indian scout, 
author of several books and 
proprietor of the world-famous 
Wild West Show, in which Annie 
Oakley, the woman sharpshooter, 
was a star performer. 

Soon after he died, in 1917, 
the Buffalo Bill Memorial Asso- 
ciation was formed at Cody, as 
a non-profit trust, to memorial- 
ize the great showman and 
establish a historical center. 


Gertrude Vanderbilt (Mrs. 
Harry Payne) Whitney, who was 
both an early patron of modern 
art in New York and an artist 
became a supporter of the Cody 
group. Her Buffalo Bill statue 
stood alone for three years on 
a 40-acre tract acquired by the 
association, a celebrated land- 
mark. 


In 1927, a large log structure 
was built on the tract to house 
Cody records and mementoes, 
and four more log buildings 
were added later, along with 
Cody's frame boyhood home, 
which was moved there from 
Nebraska. 

These buildings comprise the 
Buffalo Bill Museum, whose di- 
rector is Mary Jester Allen, a 
niece of Col. Cody. 

The Western Gallery was 
undertaken after C. V. Whitney, 
son of the sculptor, gave $250,000 
and the late William R. Coe of 
New York bequeathed an endow- 
ment fund of $446,000. The Rem- 
ington Studio Collection, given 
by his family and valued at 
$250,000, was the nucleus of the 
art collection. 


Harold McCracken, who lives 
on Long Isiand but was born 
in Colorado and grew up in sev- 
eral western states, originally 
was a consultant in the muse- 
um’s planning stages. He is the 
author of ‘‘The Charles M. Rus- 
sell Book,” a deluxe edition 
biography published two years 
ago, of ‘‘Frederic Remington,”’ 
which came out earlier, and of 
*‘George Catlin and the Old Fron- 
tier,’ published last winter. He 
has a new Remington work, 
‘Frederick Remington’s Own 
Old West,’’ coming out in the 
fall. 

McCracken urged the associa- 
tion to put up a building in keep- 
ing with the country around 
Cody, and to set its sights high. 
As he was waiting for a plane 
back to New York, the board 
members offered him the job as 
Western Gallery director. 


“I,” said McCracken, ‘‘am a 
happy man. There has never 
been a theme in the history of 
any nation that has made such 
an impression on people every- 
where as the theme of the Old 
West. Our documentary artists 
gave us the most basic her- 
itage we have. Our prospects 
for being of service to the 
public and for giving enjoy- 
ment to everybody who will 
come are simply great.” 


The Buffalo Bill Association 
has a lot more plans. It expects 
to put up three more buildings, 
one for Indian materials, one 
devoted entirely to the role of 
the buffalo in early America and 
one for other natural history ex- 
hibits. There will be a reference 
library, a children’s museum and 
a fine arts center. 


The museum is open only dur- 
ing the Yellowstone season, from 
May |! to Sept. 15, but will be 
accessible at other times to 
scholars and for special occa- 
sions. It invites gifts of Western 
materials.

By rights, that makes 
him a carnival man but the de- 
ficiency of defining the Royal 
American as a carnival is that 
it leaves out the many and won- 
drous parts of Sedimayr’s per- 
sonality. Calling him a carnival 
man won’t do, because it omits 
the better parts of him. 


the Royal

Sedimayr is an organizer, an 
idea-man, a showman, an oppor- 
tunist, an optimist, a family 
man and possibly one of the 
last patriarchs in show business. 


He has 1200 persons travel- 
ing with him in the Royal 
American, people earning their 
living from the show. He has 
two generating plants, suffi- 
cient to power a town of 40,- 
000, running the lights and the 


rides and the cotton-candy 
machine. He has his own 
earthshaping fleet of bull- 


dozers and tractors, to make 
any field fit the requirements 
of the Royal American. He 
has his own Shriner’s lodge, 
with a membership of Royal 
American show people. Big- 
gest, most impressive, and in 
these days, most archaic, of 
all, he has h‘s own railroad 
train. 


The Royal American travels 
25,000 miles durings its annual 
season from early May through 
October. The show moves all 
those miles by rail. Everything, 
including its private truck fleet, 


loads onto Sedimayr’s 80-car 
train, 
Twenty-five of the cars in 


Sedimayr’s train are for people 
—coaches and Pullmans and din- 
ing cars and the private cars 
of Sedilmayr and his only off- 
spring, Carl J. Sedimayr Jr., 
vice president and assistant man- 
ager of the Royal American. All 
the other cars, three box cars 
and 52 flat cars, transport the 
show, every last amusement 
ride and tent and stake of it. 
There are no animal cars. The 
Royal American gave up ani- 
mals, although its posters fea- 
tures a fiercely springing tiger 
and lion. 

“This is the biggest thing in 
the world,’’ Sedimayr says. He 
says it quietly, indicating he long 
ago convinced the cynics that 
he is running the biggest travel- 
ing show on earth and doesn’t 
have to shout about it any more. 
Sedimayr is persuasive in man- 
ner and speech. He is almost 
deaf and must be half-yelled at 
in conversation, but he avoids 
the hard-of-hearing man’s trait 
of yelling back when his turn 
comes to speak. 

“There is nothing else like it.” 
he said. He did not wave his 
hand to indicate the sprawl of 
the Royal American show on the 
grounds at Jefferson avenue and 
Market street here. He didn’t 
have to give a_ size-indicating 
sweep of his hand. He was sit- 
ting in his office, a wagon that 
gets packed aboard the train 
for the passage from one date 
to another, and through the win- 
dows of the office-wagon, fore 
and aft and on either side, all 
that was in view was Royal 
American property. 

“There are only five railroad 
shows left now,’’ Sedimayr said. 
“None of them are as big as 
this. None of them were this 
big in the old days either. When 
I started the Royal American 


in 1921 all the shows moved by - 


rail, of course. Oh, I'd say there 
were 250 to 300 of them. 


“A 20 or 25-car train was a 
big one in the old days. When 
I started the Royal American I 
had a 15-car show. I own every- 
thing in the show. If I book a 
special act, they use our equip- 
ment. Most of the carnival oper- 
ators book the rides and the 
shows and let out the conces- 
sions. I even own the conces- 
sions. That's the only way to 
have control of the show.”

Show-Business Patriarch 


Carl J. Sedlmayr Sr. Is Driving Force Behind ‘World’s Largest 
Midway, and Has Son at Right Hand With Grandson Coming Up 


SEDLMAYR beside 


his own railroad train. 
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The Royal American travels 25,000 miles during a season. 
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Three generations of Sedimayrs—two of them in carnival business and the third heading that way. 


One-man control always has 
been his way of counteractine 
the reputation of the traveling 
carnival as a processing plant 
for suckers. Put the rube in one 
end of it and pull him out the 
other, fleeced. Sedlmayr has 
been bringing the Royal Amer- 
ican here for 25 years and judg- 
ing by the very few police-re- 
port clippings in the file of his 
show, he has been remarkably 
successful in controlling his trav- 
eling city of a show. 

There is a strong family as- 
pect, both by blood and by the 
kinship of long association, in 


the Royal American. Carl Sedl- 
mayrs Jr. has four children and 
the eldest is Carl III, age 14. 
Carl Sedlmayr Sr. is 74. All 
three are called ‘‘C. J.’’ The cer- 
tain way to get an answer on 
the Royal American lot is to yell 
“C. J.!”. The likely result would 
be three answers. No man named 
C. J. Sedlmayr is ever out of 
earshot around the Royal Amer- 
ican. 

Sedimayr brings the Royal 
American here primarily to park 
it, between his opening date and 
the beginning of his main busi- 
ness, the state fair swing. His 


route opens with the Cotton Car- 
nival at Memphis in early May. 


He brings the show to St. 
Louis because the railroad 
yards are able to accomodate 
his out-size train easily. He 
calls the stay here a “still 
date.’’ He means that he does 
well to break even. The Royal 
American was booked here 
from May 18 through tonight 
and was open only during the 
evenings. At the real live sites, 
it opens at 9 a.m. 


From June & to June 19 he 
will be, as he has been for sev- 


eral generations, at the Annual 
Shrine Jubilee in Davenport, la., 
and after that date—a semi-still 
one —the Royal American will 
begin its tour of the money mak- 
ers, the state fairs and the Ca- 
nadian expositions. He is booked, 
year after profitable year, at the 
Brandon exposition and the Cal- 
gary Stampede and the Regina 
Exposition, at the Minnesota 
State Fair and the Kansas State 
Fair and the Oklahoma State 
Fair. 

On the walls of Frank Morris- 
sey’s wagon, the publicity office, 
there are plaques and parch- 


ments and scrolls, the offerings 
of state fairs that took official 
recognition of the Royal Ameri- 
can’s twenty-fifth annual appear- 
ance at their doings. Reading the 
testimonials and the press-clip- 
pings, I got the impression there 
are numerous large fairs that 
feel C. J. Sedimayr is doing them 
a favor, pitching his show on 
their grounds. 

Whn he pitches a show, Sedl- 
mayr does it meticulously. He 
does it on foot, pacing off the 
distances, he does it within two 
hours, and he does it with an 
all-seeing eye for profit. 

“Laying out a midway prope 
erly, getting the right shows 
side-by-side, is important to the 
gross,” he said. “I like the 
state fairgrounds because then 
I can lay it out the way I like, 
in an oval. The Royal American 
makes exactly ort mile of mid- 
way, laid out that way. 


‘We'd always been at Grand 
and Laclede here, before, - but 
your redevelopment project 
made it impossible for us to lo- 
cate there this year. So I came 
here in advance and laid it out 
on the new lot and it took me 
six hours, instead of two. We've 
got two streets included in this 
layout, and I couldn’t drive my 
layout stakes in concrete. But 
I got it done. I stepped it all 
off, lining it up by eye. No tapes. 
I can step off 200 feet and not 
miss it by six inches. I’ve got 
a layout man on the crew but 
he’s never had to work at his 
job.”’ 

SedIlmayr is a big-chair man. 
His office has several large 
chairs in it and the chair at his 
desk is a large, leather, swivel 
model. He is one of the few men 
I ever have seen with the will- 
power to sit in a swivel chair 
for an hour and not swivel it 
once. I believe he thinks it 
would be a sign of discourtesy, 
that his attention was straying. 


He is silver-haired, blue-suited, 
diamond-ringed. He could sit at 
anybody’s board of directors and 
make the gathering look more 
distinguished. 


Behind this facing of proper 
business man there is the pure 
showman, the man who noted 
40 years ago that an elephant 
shimmied like the showman 
never had seen anybody’s sis- 
ter Kate shimmy. Checking, 
Sedimayr learned that all ele- 
phants can be taught to shim- 
my, easily. And that no man 
alive can stay a-top a shim- 
mying elephant. Thus was 
born the “Bucking Elephant’ 
act, kept booming by the 
promise of $100 to any man 
who could stay aboard, 


Walking among his property, 
his $3,000,000 worth of gear and 
rides and concessions and shows, 
Sedlmayr came to a mery-go- 
round. 


“This is my pet,” he said, ‘‘a 
Philadelphia Toboggan. That’s 
right. Same spelling as the sled. 
There are only two others like 
it in the world. These horses 
are hand-carved and no two of 
them are alike. They’re wood. 
None of these plastic-molded 
jobs.”’ 


He was tugging at the canvas 
that covered the merry-go-round. 
A young man with a carnival- 
old face appeared and said, ‘“‘Let 
me do it for you, Mr. Sedimayr.”’ 
The ‘Mister’? and the respect 
in the man’s expression as he 
looked at Sedlmayr were prob- 
ably unmatched on any midway 
in the country. 

Sedimayr’s pet was a multi- 
colored slice of the nineteenth 
century, ornate and gilded and 
many-mirrored. Looking at him 
as he looked at the merry-go- 
round, there was only one way 
to accept the splendidly pre- 
served antique. It was beautiful. 

“My wife has been at.me far 
years to retire,’’ ne sai@ mite, 
“Ever since C. J. asked me, 
when he was a sophomore at 
Rollins, if he could join me 
when he graduated from college. 
I tell her, ‘What do you want to 
do, kill me?’ I couldn’t quit.” 

So C. J. Jr. asked to follow in 
the footsteps? No pressure? . 

C. J. Sr. grinned. He answer- 
ed, indirectly. “C. J.’s son — 
young C. J.—said to me last 
year, ‘Grandpa, do you think I 
could grow up to be manager of 
the Royal American?’ ”’

possible in the original settings. Murray, Wood and Joseph 
Landon, who will write the screenplay, had spent a night in 
a dormitory at Dismas House, gathering atmosphere. 

“This was something,” Murray said. ‘You couldn’t begin 
to imagine it unless you were there. Several of the men had 
just been released from the penitentiary that day, and a couple 
of them had nightmares. You could hear them groaning and 
calling all night long.”

Among the places where scenes will be shot will be 
Dismas House, Shenker’s office, St. Louis University High 
School, where Father Clark was formerly assistant princi- 
pal; a honkeytonk on Sixth street, the courtroom of Judge 
David W. FitzGibbon of the Court of Criminal Correction, 
where an actor representing Shenker will hold forth at 
a trial; Union Market, and City Jail, where Father Clark 
periodically visits, and perhaps the state penitentiary at 
Jefferson City. 


SHOOTING, MURRAY SAID, will start about July 18. The 
shooting schedule is 18 days, three weeks. Before that he and 
his company will rehearse for two weeks—he likes complete 
rehearsals before the cameras turn. They will spend one week 
living at Dismas House and rehearsing, and will rehearse for 
another week at other locales. 

The day before I talked to them they had taken photographs 
in Judge FitzGibbon’s court to line up the action, and had visited 
the joint on Sixth street they intended to use. 

“The B-girls thought something was wrong with us when 
we seemed more interested in business than in them,”’ Murray 
joked. ‘‘But we did give some money to the combo.” 

A director still remains to be chosen, and, 30 days before 
rehearsal, only a treatment has been written for the screenplay, 
but Murray was confident everything would come off on schedule. 

He said he had met Father Clark when he was on a visit 
here last June and was immediately intrigued with the priest 
‘who started talking about hoodlums and squares.’’ The actor 
became so enthusiastic he decided to make the picture his first 
independent production. 


Murray has just finished his Twentieth Century-Fox 
contract, which called for two pictures a year. He has 
completed a Western, “One Foot in Hell,” in which Alan 
Ladd is co-starred. Don made his movie debut opposite 
Marilyn Monroe as the impetuous cowpuncher in “Bus 
Stop.” He played the young man “hooked” on dope in 
“A Hatful of Rain,” and starred with James Cagney, 
Dana Wynter and Glynis Johns in “Shake Hands With 
the Devil,” a story about the Irish rebellion which showed 
here last year. 


» THE PICTURE starring him which Murray liked best, how- 
ever, was ‘The Bachelor Party,’’ written by Paddy Chayefsky 
and directed by Delbert Mann, the pair who did ‘‘Marty.”’ 

‘We didn’t have famous actors in that, but they were really 
good ones,”’ he said. ‘‘The two things, as you know, aren't 
necessarily synonymous. In this we're doing the same thing. 
The two other principal roles, of two ex-convicts, one of whom 
is reformed and one of whom goes to the death-house, will be 
played by good, but comparatively unknown actors. We won't 
have another ‘name’ actor in it. United Artists, who will release 
the picture, figures the title alone has the value of another star 
because it’s so intriguing.”’ 

Murray said the film would be budgeted between $300,000 
and $400,000, low for a Hollywood film. He said he was working 
for only one-third his usual fee, hoping to make up the rest in 
profits. He had been working on the picture for the last seven 
months. Wood said they had paid Father Clark $10,000 for 
Dismas House for use of the title and would pay a percentage of 
the profits to the institution. 


Murray is an idealistic sort of fellow. For instance, 
though he has never mentioned it, I know that he pays 
a great deal of his income to support a camp for Iron 
Curtain refugees in Sardinia. Wood said the new film 
“was not a commercial deal, but rather the desire of 
two men to fulfill their ideals.” He said that Don had 
turned down two motion pictures, the lead in “‘Cat on a 
Hot Tin Roof,” and the role of Christ in “The King of 
Kings,’”’ because “the elements were not right for him.” 


THE PRODUCTION CREW has worked as a team repeatedly, 
and has just finished ‘Studs Lonigan,’”’ in Hollywood. It had 
previously done such pietures as ‘“‘The Fearmakers” and ‘Day 
of the Outlaw.”’ Those present were Leon Chooluck, production 
manager, his father and associate, George Moskov, and Pete 
Wexler, the cinematographer. Landon had been one of five 
scripters on Gregory Peck’s ‘‘The Big Country,”’ had written 
“The Rise and Fall of Legs Diamond,”’ and an English picture, 
“High Flight,’’ in the past two years. His first screenplay, 
12 years ago, was ‘The Set-Up,”’ starring Robert Ryan.

It will be Muny Opera's 
eleventh world premiere and its 
first since a new version of ‘Rip 
Van Winkle’ in 1953. Sally Ben- 
son, former St. Louisan, author 
of the original New Yorker 
articles and novel on which the 
musical is based, and author of 
the musical book, will be in the 
audience, as well as Hugh Mar- 
tin and Ralph Blane, composers 
of 12 of the musical’s songs. 


The cast will be.headed by 
Peggy King, Howard St. John, 
Virginia Gibson, Mary Wickes 
and Ruth Matteson.

Value ot Blood Tests 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: I have had four blood tests in 
the last 414 years, three during pregnancies and other before 
getting married. How many things does a blood test tell a 
doctor oo the prosanee of anemia and venereal disease? 

ee ei. N. K.” 

You asked a bigger 
question than you sup- 
posed, or at least I think 
you did. One thing is cer- 
tain: Blood tests would be 
worthwhile if we could 
determine only those two 
things from them. But 
many more things can be 
determined by blood tests. 

Besides identifying 
venereal disease, a blood 
test is quite commonly 
used to determine the iron 
or hemoglobin (a low 
count indicating anemia). An unduly high number of white 
cells gives warning of infection somewhere—since the white 
cells multiply to fight off infection if present. 

The blood sugar level is measured to indicate diabetes 
if the amount is too high, or hypoglycemia if it is too low. 

Leukemia betrays itself by discrepancies in the number 
of cells and, more important, by faults in the type of cells. 

And there are a great many other diseases, a good many 
of them rather rare, which can be identified by blood tests. 


Now I do not mean to imply that the blood sample taken 
by your doctor necessarily involves all of the above tests. 
Simpler tests which, by experience, we know to be important 
in the great majority of cases are performed. A test which 
shows the absence of venereal disease, and shows the count 
of several major types of cells to be normal. and perhaps in 
some cases, includes a blood sugar reading, gives a reason- 
ably good gauge of overall health. 


DR. MOLNER 


If other signs or symptoms indicate the need, 
then different blood tests can be made. As a practical 
matter, additional tests often confirm what the doctor 
suspects may be the trouble. Indeed, with some new 
techniques, these tests are of intense value. There 
are some diseases which can easily take a matter of 
weeks to identify by older methods. By use of a 
method called electrophoresis, the definite proof some- 
times is established in hours instead of weeks. 


r LIKEWISE, new techniques make it possible (in the case 
of babies, for example) to conduct a whole battery of different 
tests, a dozen or perhaps a score of them, with a single drop 
of blood, 

Blood tests can be used to determine precisely what kind 
of crganism has caused certain types of pneumonia, as well 
as other diseases. Likewise typhoid, infectious mononucleosis 
and a variety of other villains can be so identified. 

For the most part these blood tests are not attempted 
until there is some sound indication that the problem lies in a 


given direction. We don’t just run through a whole list of | 


tests vaguely hoping to hit upon whatever ails the patient. 
It’s a good thing we don’t because it would be a very expen- 
sive way to practice medicine.

The Board of Children’s Guard- 
ians was founded 47 yeat ago, 
first public agency here charged 
with the placement an supervi- 
sion of children in foster homes. 
The successor agency nov has

Most of these are in foster 
homes, though some are in 
adoptive homes, specialized insti- 
tutions, or are receiving atten- 
tion in their own homes. 

The new buildings gcing up in 
Vandeventer Place have been 
designed to serve as a study 
home for early diagnosis and the 
beginning of treatment of dis- 
turbed children. and as an office 
building to house the staff of the 
agency. 

Both the study home and the 
office building are of steel skele- 
ton construction, with exterior 
end interior walls of masonry, 
with floor slabs and lightweight 
gypsum roof deck on steel bar 
joists, supported on drilled piers. 

Mechanical services are to pro- 
vide air-condiiiopging and gas 
heat for both buildings. 

The study home is to be a self- 
contained buildi g providing tem- 
porary livixg quarters for 28 chil- 
dren. The area will be subdi- 
vided into four living units, each 
fer seven children. Each living 
unit is to have its own living- 
diniwg area and toilet facilities. 
‘There will be two units per floor. 
Included in the building are to 
be classrooms, a suite for a 
house mother, recreation areas, 
kitchen, laundry, medical and 
office space for the superintend- 
ent, child care supervisor and 
social workers. 


The office building is tq pro- 
vide working space for tHe fol- 
lowing personnel: administra- 
tion, foster home placement, in- 
take and homefinding, training 
area for students from Washing- 
ton University and St. Louis Uni- 
versity, records and business 
management and consultation 
therapy rooms for child observa- 
tion. Other rooms to be provided 
in the office building include a 
meeting and assembly area; din- 
ing, and living quarters for cus- 
todians.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Trailer 
estates communities are offering 
‘the possibility of country club 
living at social security prices 
to the nation’s retired citizens. 

One such community is a re- 
tirement project in Sarasota, 
Fla., where hundreds of persons 
of an average age of 68 live in 
mobile homes permanently lo- 
cated on individually owned lots. 


With average investments of 
$8000 for their mobile houses and 
the land on which these struc- 
tures are located, members of 
this colony enjoy Florida sun- 
shine and a high living standard 
for a $10 monthly utilities and 
maintenance fee. 


This modest, same-for-every- 
one stipend takes care of the 
costs of. paved and _ lighted 
streets, garbage collection, water 
supply, a sewage disposal plant 
and a central television antenna 
system. 


At no other costs, the Sarasota 
community's older residents en- 
joy a 200-foot beach, marina, 
clubhouse, auditorium, post of- 
fice substation, community news- 
paper, barbecue .area, shuffle- 
board courts and general store. 

Not Obligated. 

These retired citizens are not 
obligated to attend anything, but 
the services of two full-time 
recreational workers are availa- 
ble to those who wish any assist- 
ance in solving entertainment 
problems. 

This solution by private enter- 
prise of the housing problem 
for the nation’s older population 


is the brainchild of Sydney Adler, 


president of Mobilife Co., which 
built the Sarasota residential 
community. 

Adler reported nearly all the 
residents of his Sarasota com- 
munity are former homeowners, 
which means that when they 
sold their homes to retire, they

instead of renting. This provides 
a stability not found in other 
trailer parks. Since the man 
owns his lot, he takes better 
care of it, puts more into it. 

“Once a man has bought his 
home and lot, he can live on it 
on a husband-and-wife social se- 
curity income.” 

Adler said his experience and 
that of his business associates 
in the problems of senior citi- 
zens had shown that older peo- 
ple need both privacy and the 
opportunity to continue their 
‘lives with varied activities they 
themselves can choose from. 

For these reasons children are 
not permitted as full-time resi- 
dents in the community, and 
those with dogs or pets live in 
a separate section. Additionally, 
the community’s varied program 
of daily activities is not planned 
with the idea that everybody 
must attend. 

Fish or Cut Bait. 

“Having a place to stay away 
from is as important as having 
a place to go,” Adler said. 

“It’s no fun to go fishing all 
the time if that’s all you have 
to do.” 

It is Adler’s belief that this 
type of trailer estates develop- 
ment demonstrates how private 
enterprise can help meet the 
growing problem of adequate 
housing for elderly people. 

“If anything is going to be 
done to solve that problem,”’ he 
said, ‘it will have to be done by 
business since it is likely that 
appropriations’ for welfare serv- 
ices are going to be small for 
the forseeable future.” 

With the success of the Sara- 
sota community three similar 
developments are planned by the 
Mobilife Corporation. Plans call 
for eonstruction of Sarasota 
number two and ventures in 
Tucson, to be completed this 
year, and Detroit, to be finished 
in 1961.

Military Resented Being Used as Political Weapon 
by Repressive Menderes Administration

Ete abe ARMY, resentful at being 
used .as a political weapon, has 
seized power and promised to give the 
nation a new start on democracy. The 
take-over, in a skillful bloodless coup, 
brought a festival mood to many Turkish 
cities. Even though living for the mo 
ment under military rule, the Turks were 
exultant over the end of Premier Adnan 
Menderes’ increasingly harsh regime. 

Menderes came to power 10 years 
ago when his Democratic Party defeated 
the governing People’s Republican Party 
in the nation’s first truly free eiection. 
To solidify support in rural Turkey, where 
three-fourths of the country’s 27,000,000 
inhabitants live, Menderes embarked on 
a costly program of public works and 
farm subsidies. He also fostered Moslem 
practices that had been abolished with 
the fall of the sultans. The spending 
brought on severe inflation, and the 
policy toward religion brought fears 
among the Premier's critics that the pro- 
gram of Westernization, started by 
Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, might suffer. 


As criticism mounted, Menderes re- 
sponded with repressive measures. Jour- 
nalists were jailed, university freedom 
was restricted and the opposition Repub- 
cans were harassed. Last year, Men- 
deres began to use the Army to bolster 
his control. The Army chafed at this. 
Early last month, Gen. Cemal Gursel re- 
signed as chief of Turkish ground forces 
after a row with Menderes, reportedly 
over the use of troops against anti-gov- 
ernment demonstrators. Touched off by 
students, demonstrations occurred with 
mounting intensity during April and May. 

Then, moving suddenly at midnight, 
the Army took control in little more than 
four hours. Menderes and key members 
of his government were seized and held 
in custody. At the head of the coup was 
Gen. Gursel. He set up a committee of 
high ranking officers to run the country, 
and said Turkey would stand by its 
Western alliance. The committee’s aim, 
he declared, “is to organize free and fair 
elections for the formation of a constitu- 
tional and democratic government.”

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The Chilean Tidal Waves, Their Cause and Characteristics 


Set Off by Earthquakes, They Transmitted Their Energy to Other Side of the Pacific 


Seismologists have offered two possible theories concerning the 
cause of the Chilean tidal waves. One theory is that earth 
shocks under the Andes set off submarine landslides (illustrated 
at left). According to the other theory, a tremor on the ocean

Scientists can predict the speed of tidal waves and 
alert areas which are apt to be hit. In the case of 
the Chilean waves, the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
broadcast a warning in Hawaii six hours before the 


AL WAVES triggered by the recent Chilean earthquakes were among 

the most devastating in recent times. Huge walls of water up to 20 
feet high battered far-flung sections of the Pacific. The waves — tech- 
nically termed seismic sea waves — caused death and havoc in Chile, Ha- 
waii, Japan and Okinawa and resulted in extensive damage to boats and 
harbor facilities at Los Angeles, San Diego and Crescent City, Calif., and to 
Alaska, Formosa and New Zealand. 

Seismologists have advanced two theories concerning the cause of 
the waves, which hammered coastlines almost 11,000 miles from their 
origin. The Rev. William Stauder S.J., professor of geophysics at St. Louis 
University, says both explanations center on the Atacama Deep, a three- 
and -a-half to five- mile deep submarine trench which lies off the Chilean 
coast. 
According to the first theory, tremors under the Andes Mountains 
caused great quantities of rock and mud, or “sediment,” from the narrow 
Chilean coastal shelf to plunge to the bottom of the deep trough. Pro- 
ponents of the second theory say the quakes actually occurred on a fault 
beneath the trench itself, causing one section of the trench’s floor to drop 
and another section to rise abruptly. 

In either case, tons of water rushed into the vacuum resulting from the 
displacement of rock and mud. The ocean above the trench was momen- 
tarily sucked down and then bounced up with tremendous force. The vio 
lent oscillation gave birth to the tidal waves, which swept back toward the 
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bottom caused a large section of a deep trench off the coast to 


drop (illustrated at right). In either case, the disturbance 


spawned tidal (energy) waves, going out in an arc and becom- 


ing thousands of miles long as they spread over the Pacific.

Seismic waves lose height quickly and become exceedingly long in 
open water, making them harmless and almost imperceptible to vessels at 
sea. The waves do not carry water across the ocean but transmit energy, 
just as a piece of rope snapped in the air does not transmit particles of 
hemp down its length but does transmit energy. The energy, which is 
transmitted throughout the volume of water from the crest of the wave to 
the bottom of the ocean, causes the water to move in a circular pattern. 
As the waves approach shoreline and begin to break, however, they pick 
up water and carry it forward. 

The waves speed across the ocean at an average rate of 450 miles 
an hour, the velocity depending upon the depth of the water. As the ocean 
becomes shalloweg, the speed of the waves decreases. This allows back 
parts of the waves te overtake the forerunning parts and pile up into crush- 
ing walls of water in areas where there are long, gently sloping beaches, as 
in Hawaii and Japan. 

The confining effects of inlets and bays also can cause an increase in 
the height of the waves, especially where the inlets face directly into the 
path of the waves. The inlets act as funnels, allowing the waves to con- 
centrate their energy. In areas where there are neither inlets nor shallow 
beaches or where bays are at protective angles, the waves roll in undis- 
tinguished from the ordinary surf.

ON THE COVER 
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many -colored splendor of irises in full-bloom fills the 
garden of Harold Schaan at 7112 Arsenal street in St. Louis. 
When the first iris blooms in late spring, Schaan takes a vacation 
from his regular job and spends full time with his 900 varieties of 
tall, bearded flowers. Visitors from the St. Louis area—and some 
fanciers from nearby states—come to see the display each 
spring. Schaan sells some rhizomes (rootstock) in order, he says, 
to buy more of the expensive hybrids, and he also trades flowers 
with other enthusiasts. 

Few flowers surpass the iris in range of colors. Developed 
from what was called the common flag (small blue or yellow 
iris), the flowers are now produced in almost every shade ex- 
cept a true red, a pure green and an absolute black. Thousands 
of varieties are listed by the American Iris Society. The iris is 
an especially hardy perennial, surviving well the heat and dry- 
ness of late summer and the severe cold of winter. The rhizomes 
develop rapidly and should be divided at least every four years, 
according to Schaan. This should be done some time between 
July and September. — : 

Schaan started raising irises in 1948 after he helped a friend 
in his garden. Irises have since taken over a 150- by - 100- foot 
lot next to his parent’s home where a family truck garden had 
once been (only part is shown in photo). Schaan also has 
flowers at his own home in South St. Louis.

ANGER AND DEATH, 

usually confined to the 
track, suddenly descended 
on the spectator area at the 
annual 500-mile Memoriai 
Day auto race at Indian- 
apolis, Indiana. As the race 
began, fans perched on a 
30-foot-high scaffolding 
strained for a better view, 
caused the makeshift tower 
to topple to the ground. Two 
men were killed, 82 other 
persons injured. About 100 
persons had jammed the 
many tiers of the aluminum 
structure, each paying $5 to 
$10 for the privilege. One of 
those killed, Fred H. Linder 
of Indianapolis, had leased 
scaffolding of the type used 
by painters and had an- 
chored it to a flatbed truck. 
It was one of many such 
towers in the infield of the 
racetrack. 

Race officials do not col- 
lect the fees but allow 
private parties to erect the 
towers each year, check 
only to see that they “look 
safe.” Indiana officials be- 
gan investigating the need 
for imposing safety meas- 
ures for spectators at the 
privately owned track. 

The 500-mile event went 
on as usual with most of the 
200,000 racing fans unaware 
of the accident. Rescuers, 
working to free the victims, 
complained that spectators 
a few feet away seemed un- 
concerned and kept their at- 
tention on the racing cars 
roaring past on the track. |

To Spring, and the End of School 


Celebrating an Old Festival at Mary Institute and Visitation

S the school year draws to a close, a tra- 

ditional and gay event for girls at schools 
and colleges is a May Day festival. These 
celebrations, believed to trace back to the Ro- 
mans and to Robin Hood's England, vary great- 
ly but usually have two common denomina- 
tors —the crowning of a queen and a dance 
around a Maypole. Two of the schools for 
girls in the St. Louis area which continue to 
po elaborate festivals are Mary Institute 
and The Academy of the Visitation. At both, 
the event is one of the highlights of the year 
that follows a general format in which 
themes may vary each spring. 

This year, Mary Institute's fete, first given 
outdoors in 1922, was called “An English May 


Day.” The dancing, with chorepgraphy by 
dance instructor Sally Ackerman, was in- 
spired by English folk music, but another in- 
ternational note was provided by a number 
after a Ukrainian folk dance. A ma- 
jor theme of the Visitation festival, which began 
in 1930, was provided by a tree from which 
hung huge lollypops, gumdrops and the like. 
The May queens at both schools are 
elected by students. Visitation’s queen, who is 
known in advance, is: a junior and that class 
plays the most important role, but all other 
grades participate. Mary Institute's festival 
honors the senior class, with the identity of 
the queen, a senior, revealed when two third- 
graders curtsy before her. 
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At sunset on Visitation 
campus, juniors dance 
around Maypole, then wove 
patterns with streamers.

NE of the most unusual volun- 
teer fire departments in the 
world is in the tiny village of Urs- 
berg, West Germany, at the St. Jo 
seph Home for mental patients. 
When a fire alarm sounds at the 
home, 70 of the nuns who operate the 
institution dash to their stations. 
They throw fireproof robes over their 
habits, don leather helmets and 
wheel out their fire-fighting equip- 
ment.

FAVORITE DISH 


Caramel Rolls from Old World Recipe 


By MERNA LAZIER 


N OLD WORLD RECIPE for iron - skillet caramel rolls, made with 

a rich, sweet yeast dough and glazed with brown sugar, butter 

and nut coating, is used by Mrs. Anton Marx of Affton. She keeps a 

supply of the baked rolls in a freezer for impromptu entertaining. 

For variety, she fashions part of the dough with raisins into a braided 
loaf which she bakes in a loaf pan, as for bread. 

Mrs. Marx, who found the recipe in her native Hungary, first pre- 

~pares a sponge with lukewarm milk, sugar, flour and crumbled yeast. 
While it is set aside to raise, milk is heated, butter is stirred in until 
melted; the second mixture is allowed to cool. After egg yolks are 
beaten with sugar, the sponge is added and then the measured flour 
is added all at once, mixing in well. Milk-butter mixture is added 
and the dough is beaten until it leaves the spoon. Then it is covered 
and set aside in warm place to raise until doubled in bulk. 

The dough is kneaded very lightly, then is divided and rolled 
out into aq rectangle over which is sprinkled sugar, raisins and 
melted butter. It is rolled up as for a jelly roll and cut into thick 
slices. These are placed close together in an iron skillet containing 
melted butter, brown sugar and chopped nuts. Rolls are allowed to 
raise until double in size and are baked in 400- degree oven for about 
30 minutes. Remaining dough, kneaded with few raisins, is braided 
and baked in greased loaf pan. 


4. Rolled-up dough is cut into thick slices and ar- 
closely in the prepared skillet. After raising 
they are baked for approximately one-half hour.

Purpose of U.S. Midas Il Is to Spot and Warn of Missile Attack 


Stages through which Midas II passed during launching 
into orbit are shown by letters on this drawing. The 
two - stage missile rises from Cape Canaveral (A), headed 
southeast. Separated from booster Atlas !.C.B.M., satel- 
lite coasts (B) into position horizontal to earth. Satellite’s

TT EARTH-GIRDLING SATELLITE MIDAS II underscores United 
States efforts to devise space sentries that would give almost in- 
stantaneous warning of surprise nuclear attack by long-range ballistic 
missiles. This experimental ‘spy in the sky” is a forerunner of a planned 
series of satellites that would spin about the earth on constant patrol for 
any enemy missile activity. Satellites of such perfection will carry 
infrared sensing devices to spot the heat trail of a hostile rocket as it 
is fired. Telemetering instruments would relay the information back 
to this country in a matter of seconds, providing a warning time of about 
a half-hour for the impending nuclear bombardment. 

The experimental two-stage satellite the name Midas stands for 
Missile Defense Alarm System — was launched by the Air Force from 
Cape Canaveral, with a modified Atlas intercontinental ballistic missile 
as booster. The second stage, an Agena rocket, became the entire ve- 
hicle that went into a near perfect orbit around a comparatively narrow 
band on either side of the Equator. In its early orbit the missile whirled 


around the earth once every 94.34 minutes. The course was planned so 


that it would not fly over any portion of the Soviet Union. 
ever, cross over Red China's extreme southern tip. 

The 5000-pound satellite contains ‘instruments weighing 3000 
pounds, the heaviest instrument package of any American satellite. In--- 
cluded in the payload was infrared equipment, attached to electronic 
devices for relaying signals back to earth. Some of the payload was 
designed to reorient the missile, once in orbit, into a stable, nose -down 
position so the infrared equipment is directed toward earth. Two 
days after Midas went into orbit, the system for radioing orders to 
it had developed trouble that might preclude planned tests of 
the satellite's tracking ability with real and simulated missile firings. 

Originally scheduled to make its flight before the ill-fated Paris 
summit meeting as a demonstration of U.S. space prowess, the Midas II 
test instead coincided with the United Nations debate over Soviet Rus- 
sia’s demands for condemnation of this country over the U -2 spy plane.

UNICIPAL OPERA will open its forty-second season 

Thursday night with the eleventh world premiere in its 
history and the first in Forest Park since 1953. Presented for 
the first time anywhere will be a stage musical version of 
“Meet Me in St. Louis,” the more -than- slightly - autobio- 
graphical story by native St. Louisan Sally Benson. The 
musical, like the 1944 movie of the same title, will tell of every- 
day triumphs and tragedies of a West End St. Louis family at 
the time of the 1904 Louisiana Purchase Exposition. Nine new 
songs will be added to those used in the film version. 

Another chapter of Missouriana will be recounted in “Tom 
Sawyer,” a musical adaptation of Mark Twain's novel about 
life in Hannibal during the Missouri River steamboat era. 
This show will be playing St. Louis for the first time as will 
“Redhead,” a recent Broadway hit soon to go before Holly- 
wood cameras. Puccini's opera “Madam Butterfly,” with an 
English libretto, is being given its initial production in Forest 
Park. 

Three shows are being offered for the second time.on the 
world's largest outdoor stage. “Knights of Song,”” based on the 
stormy collaboration of Victorian England's famous operetta 
composers Gilbert and Sullivan, and employing their music, 
was previously given in 1938. Cole Porter's “Anything Goes” 
returns from 1940, and “Kismet’’ from 1956. Completing the 
schedule of 11 productions are four of the most popular fa- 
vorites of Municipal Opera audiences: Sigmund Romberg‘s 
“The Desert Song” and “The Student Prince,” Victor Herbert's 
“The Red Mill,” and the Ziegfeld hit “Rosalie.” 

John Kennedy is the opera's productions director for the 
nineteenth season, Edwin McArthur the musical director for 
the sixteenth summer. Completing the production staff are 
Leonard Patrick, new as stage director; Paul C. McGuire, art 
director; Anthony Nelle and Dan M. Eckley, choreographers 
and ensemble directors; Lawrence Brown and Jack Kessler, as- 
sistant musical directors; Bill Hargate, assistant art director;

WHAT D-DAY MEANS TO IKE

OMORROW 15S the 16th anniversary of President 

Eisenhower's most memorable day. On June 6, 
1944 — D-Day — the Supreme Allied Commander 
launched history’s greatest invasion, the beginning of 
the end of history's greatest war. 

But June 6 was a big day for Ike and his family 
for’another, more personal reason. By a strange twist, 
the day finally chosen for the invasion coincided with 
the day the President's only son, John, was graduated 
from West Point. 

For years an obscure Army officer named Eisen- 
hower had dreamed of such a graduation day as one of 
the proudest of his life. He always hoped to see his son 
commissioned at “The Point,” just as he had been 29 
years earlier. John had been undecided whether to 
become a newspaperman-educator like his Uncle Mil- 
ton, a lawyer like his Uncle Edgar or a soldier like his 
father. In the end, Ike’s career won out. 

But on June 6, 1944, General Eisenhower was 
busy directing a half million American and British 
servicemen in the storming of Hitler’s “Fortress Eur- 
opa.” Eager to be at West Point in spirit, though, he 
sent an inspiring greeting to the 474 graduates. 

The night before, Mamie, her parents and a close 
friend, Ruth Butcher, boarded a train for Jersey City, 


N.J. There they were met by an auto furnished by 
Maj. Gen. Francis B. Wilby, then Superintendent of 
the Academy, and driven to West Point. 

The Eisenhower party checked in at the Thayer 
Hotel, dined quietly and retired early after listening to 
radio reports about the “static situation in Europe.” 

At 7 a.m. Mamie was awakened by a phone call 
and excitedly told about the Normandy beach land- 
ings. Bewildered, the wife of the Allied Commander- 
in-Chief replied, “Invasion? What invasion? Why 
hasn't someone told me? You know more about it 
than I do!” Dazedly hanging up, she mumbled, “I'd 
better go and tell Mama and Papa.” 


Her Husband's Voice 


Forgetting about breakfast, Mamie kept glued to 
the radio until she heard her husband's voice clearly 
announce over the short wave: “People of Western 
Europe! A landing was made this morning on the 
coast of France by troops of the Allied Expeditionary 
Force ... Great battles lie ahead. I call upon all of 
you who love freedom to stand with us . . . Together 
we shall achieve victory!” 

That sunny afternoon, Mrs. Dwight Eisenhower 
watched her tall, handsome son march in the gradua- 
tion parade. As she tearfully pinned the gold second 
lieutenant bars on his shiny new uniform, she was 


also thinking of her absent husband, 3,000 miles away. 

“For Ike’s sake, I forced myself to keep my eyes 
and senses open,” Mamie later explained. “I knew 
that no matter what I wrote him about it, some day 
he would ask me to describe every detail.” 

After the graduation ceremonies, mother and son 
slipped quietly away to talk alone. Mamie gave Ike’s 
sealed personal message to John, along with a gradua- 
tion present: an olive-drab fountain pen set with four 
stars that Ike had had inscribed, “To my son, John.” 

Mamie had hoped that John would spend his grad- 
uation leave with her. But her soldier-son now in- 
formed her that he had sealed wartime orders to leave 
that night for an unspecified destination. Mrs. Dwight 
Eisenhower later learned that the orders were from 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, who cor- 
rectly surmised that he would improve Ike’s morale by 
ordering John overseas for a month to act as his 
father’s aide. 

John acts as his father’s aide everywhere the Presi- 
dent goes. Always close, the father and son have been 
drawn closer by their common military background. 

The day that bond was forged, Ike’s mind was 
busy. But amid a myriad of details, a lonely father 
undoubtedly found time to think proudly of his son.

UGLY AMERICAN’

Two YEARS AGO an American woman tourist strolled 
through the narrow alleys of a Middle East bazaar 
wearing only a halter, shorts and sandals. She knew 
that a local religious sect considered it sinful for a 
woman to display her face and figure to any male ex 

cept her husband. And she also knew that if any man 
looked at her, according to members of the sect, he too 
had committed a sin. 

As she passed a sacred relic, a man who had been 
kneeling in praver sprang to his feet and stabbed her 
several times. She was rescued; her life was saved. 
But so great was the resentment against her that she 
was forced to leave the country. 

I cite her as an example—an almost tragic one— 
of the peril of rejecting the sagest advice ever offered 
to travelers: “When in Rome, do as the Romans do.” 

More than two million Americans are going over- 
seas this year, many for the first time. The average 
American tourist will have close contact with at least 
five, more likely 10, foreign nationals during his 
trip abroad. This means 10 to 20 million foreigners are 
exposed to American behavior, ideas and views in a 
year. It is a tremendous opportunity for our tourists 
to make friends —or to create ill will. 

Most American tourists are well behaved and well 
liked. Yet each tourist season produces a crop of un- 
pleasant incidents created by the brash, the thought- 
less, the bad-mannered. Let me cite two recent typical 
examples: 

e A young American pasted devalued foreign 
money all over his suitcase “just for kicks.” His bad 
manners, making a joke of a proud people's. poverty; 
caused plenty of anti-American feeling. 
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American tourists are on pone ey as they pass ‘ddecdh cafes. 


e Three American visitors chatted noisily through 
a performance of the Vienna Opera. When asked po- 
litely to be quiet, they declared how glad they would 
be “to get back home where there is freedom of 
speech!” Who could blame their music-loving Vien 
nese neighbors for greeting the next American tourist 
with scowls instead of smiles? 

What bad manners especially irritate our friends 
in other lands? Let's start with the great American 
passion for collecting souvenirs. Any large foreign 
hotel will tell you stories of Americans who help 
themselves to towels, sheets, blankets, cutlery, china, 
in fact anything that isn't nailed down. 

Then there is the matter of dress. Americans tend 
to be informal; other people may not be. Along the 
sun-drenched beaches of Spain’s Costa Brava, where 
women still live in genteel seclusion, there are strict 
rules about bathing suits. To appear in a bikini means 
being marched off by a patrolman. 


What Not to Wear 


Some European towns have found it necessary to 
post orders about the degree of “undress” that will be 
permitted in public places. Many restaurants exclude 
patrons wearing shorts. Some will not permit women 
in slacks, or men without ties, shirts and jackets. Wor- 
shippers do not care to see women tourists sauntering 
around cathedrals in shorts. Nor is it pleasant in res- 
taurants or theaters to sit next to a man ina sweat shirt. 

Ostentatious dressing can be just as distasteful as 
under-dressing. Going to a fisherman’s wharf or .a 
farmers’ inn swathed in mink and loaded with dia- 
monds makes sturdy, independent people feel you are 
“slumming.” 

A word about litterbugs. Frankly, Americans are not 
as tidy as many Europeans. The American's carefree

habit of letting somebody else clean up after him is 
taken by foreigners as a sign of contempt. 

Bad manners in buses, trains, planes and ships are 
another cause of anti-American feeling. In other 
countries, travel comforts may often be more re- 
stricted than here. The only way to get along is to 
stick to the local rules—without grumbling. Treat the 
washroom of a train as you would treat your own 
washroom. Why must lipstick be tested on mirrors or 
towels? Why do some people fail to drain the basin? 
Why are cigarets often stamped out on the floor or 
ground into tables? 

Most Europeans are both baffled and angered by 
Americans who smoke in a non-smoking car or who 
smoke a cigar when only cigarets are permitted. They 
also dislike loud arguments, complaints, boisterous- 
ness, shouted demands for service. So, of course, do 
most Americans! 

Finally, there are the more obvious offenses: get- 
ting drunk, engaging in street brawls, destroying pri- 
vate property, leaving a trail of bad checks and unpaid 
bills, dabbling in black markets. This last—black 
marketeering—is probably the most frequent and 
damaging charge brought against American citizens 
traveling abroad. 

All countries have their shady characters, far more 
worldly-wise than you in illegal dealings. They will 
offer “bargains” hard to resist. But resist them! By 
breaking some other country’s laws, you may bring 
trouble not only on yourself but on Uncle Sam as well. 

Good manners start with our parents and teachers. 
They cannot be learned from an official pamphlet or 
a last-minute briefing before embarkation. They are 
developed by daily example and personal experience. 
But remember: Wherever you go, at home or abroad, 
your manners are showing. a

COLLEGE MARRIAGE 
-GOOD OR BAD‘

MADISON, WIS. 

IVE YEARS AGO, as a University of Wisconsin 

TF dictees. Ron Hughes lavislfed most of his atten- 
tion on wine, women and bridge tables. His grades 
were low, his absences chronic. As a sophomore, he 
was placed on probation. As a junior, he was bounced. 

Tomorrow Ron will receive his bachelor’s degree. 
His recent record shows consistent Bs, few absences 
and hard work. His instructors say that he is con- 
scientious, shrewd and serious. 

What brought about this transformation? Accord- 
ing to Ron Hughes, there is a simple, one-sentence 
explanation. Like almost a million of today’s college 
students, he got married. In doing so, he apparently 
developed a new respect for learning and a new mo- 
tivation to make the most of it. 

The Ron Hughes “success story,” however, tells 
only one side of campus marriage. Recently Dr. Mar 
garet Mead, the noted anthropologist, called earls 
marriage “a new barbarism,” stifling the “eager, flam- 
ing curiosity” that man needs “if he and all living 
things are to continue on this earth.” 

\nd Dr. Mead went on: 

“These young people often show less breadth of 
vision as seniors than they did as freshmen... [The 
married student] sacrifices everything but the abso- 
lutely professional grind to ‘get through’ and ‘get es- 
tablished.’ ” 

Should college students marry? The question is ex- 
ploding on campuses across the U.S. One-fourth of 
Ron's fellow seniors here are married. The University 
of Michigan this year enrolled 5,787 married students, 
the most in its history. At Moravian College, one stu- 
dent in six its married; at Texas U., one in five; at 
Cornell, one in four; at Wayne, one in three. 


Here Come the Brides 


Before World War Il a married student on a col 
lege campus was an oddball, like the professor who 
always wore spats. On some campuses marriage was 
grounds tor expulsion. Then the GI bill flooded cam 
puses with married veterans. The tide receded in the 
carly 1950s, but the example had been set. 

fhe Gls were “the best students | ever saw,” savs 
fom hing, dean of students at Michigan State.

Some 
times the same people were on both sides. 

In tavor of college marriage, PARADE was told: 

Married students make higher grades. They are 
more serious and stable. They have clearer goals and 
more purpose. They work hard, ask sharp questions, 
hand in assignments on time. 

Both Wisconsin and San Jose State College, com- 
paring married students’ grades against those of single 
students, have found marrieds one-fourth grade point 
to one full point higher. 

“Marriage often is a shot in the arm for many stu 
dents,” savs Dr. Harold Stewart of Wayne. “Often it 
is the encouragement of the partner alone that keeps 
a student in college,” savs Dean Marlyn Rader of 
\loravian. “LT suggest that one of the best things that 
could happen to a voung man is marriage,” says so- 
ciologist Norman Ryder of Wisconsin. “It- reall 
straightens many of them out.” 

Qn the anti-marriage side, PARADE was told: 

Married students lack adventure and are afraid to 
experiment with something new. They treat college 
as a “job.” They withdraw from campus life. 

“Married students aren't interested in knowledge 
for knowledve’s sake.” savs Dr. Otis Shao of Moravian 


\dds a Rutgers professor: “They look neither to the 


left nor to the right. They never speak, thev never 
ask. All they aim for is that diploma.” And Arno 
Nowatney, dean of students at Texas, reports: “Once 
thev have children, married students often become 
little more than commuters to classes.” 

The fence-sitters are typified by Howard L. Jones, 
vice president of Colgate. Jones says: “Colgate is an 
institution that does not recommend and, as a matter 
of fact, discourages undergraduate marriages.” Then 
he adds: “Yet we have found that in those cases 
where marriage seems to make sense, the academic 
results are substantially better.” 

The students themselves are uncertain about col- 
lege marriage. PARADE polled students at Miami, 
Cornell, Wisconsin, Texas and San Jose State. Nine 
out of 10 marrieds said marriage had helped them. Six 
out of 10 said their grades had improved; the rest 
said their grades were unchanged. Ninety-nine out of 
100 said they did not regret marrving while in college. 

Yet when they were asked, “Should college students 
marry?” the answers went like this: 

53 per cent 
10 per cent 
It depends 37 per cent 

Single students voted: Yes, 29 per cent; No, 23 per 

cent; It depends, 45 per cent. 
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Between classes, Ron chats with his fellow students outside 
Wisconsin School of Commerce. Carillon is campus landmark. 


A typical comment was that of a Cornell history 
student. “It seems to me college students of 18 to 21 
are not old enough and mature enough to contemplate 
marriage,” he wrote. He himself was 22. 

Even in a success story like that starring Ron 
Hughes, tomorrow's Wisconsin graduate, there are 
conflicts and uncertainties. After his expulsion, Ron 
joined the Air Force. He married Carol Van Alstine 
while stationed in California. “From the first she 
wanted me to go back to school,” Ron recalls. “She 
knew it would be tough but she was willing.” In 1958, 
Ron re-entered the School of Commerce. He buckled 
down to work immediately. 

“I don't know if I'd advise a college marriage for 
everyone,” Ron says. “It’s been a strain on my school 
work, and a strain on our marriage.” 

Ron and Carol, both 25, live in a down-at-heel, 
three-room furnished apartment off campus. (Few 
colleges have enough married-student housing. Wis- 
consin has apartments for about 650 families, mostly 
graduate students.) The three rooms are piled high 
with books and baby gear for 8-month-old Debbie. 

Life begins at 5:30. At 7 Carol drives to Mendota 
State Hospital, where. she is a practical nurse. Ron 
drops Debbie at the babysitter’s and goes to an 8 a.m. 
class. At 2 p.m. Ron picks the baby up, spends’ the 
rest of the afternoon caring for her, doing odd house- 
keeping chores, sometimes preparing dinner: If pos- 
sible, he keeps one eye on a book. This semester, he is 
taking two business courses, two psychology courses 
and—“for kicks” —Soviet foreign policy. 

“With a baby,” Ron says, “you can't study when 
you want. You study when she wants.” At 7 p.m. Ron 
bends over his books in the living room, and Carol 
retreats to the bedroom, keeping the TV volume low. 
Some weekends, Ron holes up in the library or re- 
quires Carol to tiptoe while he crams for an exam. 


The Big Money Headache 


Ron has never needed a job. His father, a retired 
teacher in Oshkosh, pays the $110 tuition. Uncle Sam 
contributes $160 a month. (By a few months’ margin, 
Ron qualified for the Korean War GI Bill.) Carol 
earns $230. The total net, $390, allows them te live 
more comfortably than most college marrieds. 

Still, “money is our biggest headache,” Ron says. 
\ll-day babysitting fees mount up. Rent is $85. Like 
most young marrieds, they have no savings, rely on 
“loans” from their parents in tight spots. 


At leisure, Ron and Carol play bridge with fellow marrieds Harlan and Becky Wilhelmsen. They ignore college events. 


At work, Carol Hughes passes out,medicine to hospital 
patients. Most college couples live on the wife’s salary. 


Carol thinks Ron spends tar too much on books and 
magazines. Ron always has been a voracious reader, 
is forever buving paperbacks. “Books, books, books!” 
Carol shouted at him one day recently. “A whole shelf 
in the living room! A whole pile in the storage room! 
Books anywhere you look! And you've got a whole load 
of books back home in Oshkosh! Why can’t you be 
economical?” 

Wisconsin offers a full selection of lectures, con- 
certs, dances, plays and athletics, but Ron and Carol 
rarely attend. Babysitting costs too much. Mostly, they 
watch TV, go to drive-ins or visit other couples. 

“I guess I’m not the typical student,” Ron says. “I 
have too many other problems. But now I’m about to 
get my diploma, and that opens up everything.” 

Does it? Many educators feel that the worst effects 
of college marriage may be long-range. Dr. Mabel 
Newcomer decries young wives who sacrifice their 
education “to put hubby through”; the girls’ brain- 
power is being wasted in a time of need, she says.

Others warn that these wives may be left behind by 
their better-educated husbands. 

Many colleges are trying to help voung marrieds 
adjust to their difficulties. Texas has organized a “Co- 
Weds” Club. Michigan State has instituted seminars 
for college wives who have given up full-time classes. 
Several schools are discussing “family rates” for tui- 
tion and fees. 

Recently, Dr. John Summerskill, vice president for 
student affairs at Cornell, announced plans for a new 
housing colony in which married and single students 
would live side by side. 

“There doesn't seem too much point to our argu- 
ing whether or not students should marry before their 
studies are completed,” Dr. Summerskill says. “The 
fact is that a great many of them do, and we have 
them on our campuses.” With that, Dr. Summerskill 
put his finger on the crux of the whole college mar- 
riage question: the married student is here to stay, 
and it is up to the college to recognize it. *

A BOLD PLAN BY A U.S. SENATOR 


Let's drive

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

ITH THE HIGHWAY TOLL run- 

WA vine about 38,000. deaths a 

year, reckless drivers are literally get- 

ting away with murder. Society recog- 

nizes and deals with the menace of the 

habitual criminal. It has yet to make 

a serious effort to tackle the problem 

of the habitual highway offender. Let 
me cite just two examples: 

Last’ October 9, 40 college coeds 
and their professor were returning by 
bus from New York City to Trenton 
State College. In North Brunswick, 
N.J., a trailer-tanker truck crashed into 
the rear of the bus as it halted for a 
stop light. Both vehicles burst into 
flame. Nine students and their profes- 
sor burned to death; two other girls 
died later of burns. The driver of the 
truck had been convicted of no less 
than eight moving (as against park- 
ing) offenses scattered among the states 
of New Jersey, New York and Pennsyl- 
vania. Yet he was still on the road. 

Four days before Christmas, a double- 
decker bus packed with passengers was 
heading west into Tucson, Ariz. A cat- 
tle truck going east pulled around 
another vehicle into the path of the 
bus. There was a head-on collision. 
Nine people were killed. The truck 
driver had at least half a dozen pre- 
vious violations in another state. Yet he 
also was still on the road. 

An estimated million drivers who 
have had their licenses revoked in their 
own states may obtain licenses in 
others. They can go on to repeat their 
offenses, to risk or claim more lives. 


FBI Shows the Way 


As traffic congestion increases, high- 
way travel becomes ever more dan- 
gerous. While experts work on traffic 
control and highway engineering, I 
submit there is one thing for greater 
safety that can be done at once. We 
can clamp down on the reckless drivers. 

Let us look at the Roaring Twenties 
for an example. When nationwide 
gangsterism reared its dragon's head, 
criminals moved from city to city and 
from state to state with alarming im- 
munity. There was no single place to 
which police officials could turn for the 
identification of known criminals. 
Then in 1924, 810,000 fingerprint 
records from prison and government 
hles were brought together to form the 
nucleus of the now staggering collec- 
tion of the FBI's Identification Divi- 
sion. Today, in a matter of minutes, 


local police can learn whether an ar- 
rested man is wanted elsewhere for an 
even more serious crime. 

Why shouldn't we keep as close tabs 
on our habitual highway offenders as 
we do on our habitual criminals? Reck- 
lessness with an automobile can be just 
as deadly as carelessness with a gun. 

The solution, in my view, is simple. 
In the coming week, I am drafting 
legislation to establish a National 
Clearinghouse for Major Traffic Of- 
fenses—the equivalent, for reckless 
drivers, of the FBI's criminal files. Ha- 
bitual traffic violators would be known 
not only in their own state, as at pres- 
ent, but throughout the land. 


Clearinghouse in Action 


For a beginning the Clearinghouse 
would record: 

1 Drivers of commercial vehicles 
whose licenses had been revoked or 
whose reciprocal driving privileges had 
been canceled by any state. This would 
be extended as soon as possible to the 
drivers of private cars. 

2 Drivers of private cars or commer- 
cial vehicles convicted of contributing 
to accidents through drunken driving. 
3. Drivers of commercial vehicles con- 
victed of two or more “major” offenses 
in any state, such as reckless driving, 
disobeying traftic officers and greatly 
exceeding speed limits. Again, this 
would be extended to the drivers of 
private cars as soon as possible. 

What effect would the Clearing- 
house have? A driver with two major 
offenses against him would have a rec- 
ord available to all states. It would 
vrow if he. committed further viola- 
tions. Even if his own state failed to 
take action against him, other states 
could protect themselves. They could 
withdraw reciprocal driving privileges 
and enforce their edict by periodic 
checks at their borders. ~ 

The reckless drivers, knowing they 
were on record, would be more cau- 
tious. As two-time losers, they would 
risk never being able to drive any- 
where again. 

A National Clearinghouse would 
prevent reckless-driving tragedies once 
state agencies developed the habit of 
using it. Some eastern states have re- 
cently negotiated a compact among 
themselves under which they agree to 
send the record of all moving violations 
by a visiting driver to the authorities in 
his home state. This is a real gain. My 
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TRAFFIC MANIACS off the road 


proposal will in no way conflict with 
this approach, and it will, I hope, en- 
courage it. 

The interstate compact assures a de- 
tailed knowledge by the state of what 
its drivers do in nearby areas. The 
Clearinghouse would provide informa- 
tion on serious traffic offenses, wher- 


states to obtain new licenses. It alone 
would enable states to protect them- 
selves against unsafe drivers from al! 
other states. 

The idea I propose offers no chal- 
lenge to state rights. In a nation on 
wheels, all Americans of all states have 
a vital interest in road safety. The

of a heart attack. Fireman’s Fund, which insured the 
cast, had to reimburse United Artists reportedly to the 
tune of $1,229,172. 

In the case of France Nuyen, the insurance on her 
was about to lapse and the insurance company would 
not renew. One of its doctors in London said “no soap” 
—and not because of a sore throat. 

Moreover, the insurance company had to reimburse 
producer Ray Stark in six figures for time lost. When 
I was in London recently I asked how come an actress 
could be insured for five months and then in the 
middle of a production be declared uninsurable for 
another 90 days. An insurance doctor agreed to an- 
swer the question in general, but warned, “You must 
understand that in no way does this apply to France 
Nuyen. I will not discuss any detail of that case.” 

“I’m not really interested in France Nuyen,” I told 
him. “I just happen to be intrigued by the workings 
of the insurance mind. Can't we take the hypothetical 
case of any young French actress of 21?” 

The doctor agreed. He explained that before the 
insurance company will cover any such actress, she 
must first submit to a thorough physical examination 
and answer questions concerning her medical history. 


Unasked Questions 


From the questionnaire and the results of his physi- 
cal examination and personal conversations with the 
subject, the doctor makes his recommendation. 

“It’s entirely possible,” the doctor pointed out, “that 
a young actress will be in fine physical and mental 
shape in January. Then three months later we examine 
her again for a continuance of the insurance. Maybe 
the picture is taking longer than originally scheduled. 

“This time perhaps the actress is emotionally dis- 
turbed. Perhaps this disturbance manifests itself in 
physical ways—maybe an ulcer, a sore throat, run- 
ning nose, stomach cramps, overeating. We talk to 
the girl. We find out that she’s disappointed in love. 
Or perhaps she’s been fighting with the producer, or 
she’s jealous of some other girl in the cast. There can 
be thousands of reasons for mental disturbances. 

“On re-examination, if an actress appears to be a 
poor risk, if there’s a good chance that she won't be 
able to complete the film, we say so.” 

When the insurance company declined to give 
France Nuyen the nod, producer Ray Stark set out 
to find a new Suzie Wong. He narrowed his choice 
to two possibilities: Nancy Kwan, Eurasian daughter 
of a Chinese architect and a British model, who was 
understudying a road-show Suzie in Toronto, or Jeri 
Miyazaki, California-born Nisei who had understud- 
ied France Nuyen on Broadway. 

“It took me all of 30 seconds to make up my mind,” 
Stark recalls. “I phoned Nancy Kwan in Toronto. I 
told her to ask the stage manager for a leave of ab- 
sence, to catch the next plane to London.” 

In London before the rehearsal cameras, Nancy 
turned out to be the perfect Suzie Wong. Stark put 
her under personal contract. Everyone connected with 
the film says she is an absolute standout. 

Jeri Miyazaki told me: “Ray Stark liked Nancy 
Kwan first time he ever saw her in Hong Kong. And 
that was years ago. He sent her to Hollywood, had her 
take dramatic lessons. She became his protegee. We 
all knew he would do something for her first chance 
he got. I was never in the running.” 

When I mentioned this conversation to producer 
Stark he ran a hand across his alert and pinkish face. 
“Nonsense,” he muttered. “I can’t understand why 
these Oriental girls attribute all my casting decisions 
to Sigmund Freud.” *

HGGS MAKE A

OW DO YOU LIKE your eggs? For 
breakfast, probably boiled, fried, 
scrambled or poached. But have you 
tried a main dish omelet lately? Here 
are two recipes that almost guarantee 
success. One is in the French manner, 
thin, tender, rolled around a savory 
filling; the other is light, fluffy and 
puffed way up in American fashion. 
Perhaps you've never tried either 
kind of omelet because you're afraid of 
failure. No need to worry if you have 
a little patience—and these recipes. 


KITCHEN HINTS 


Did you know that... 

..eggs resent high tempera- 

tures? Always cook them at low 
temperatures no matter what the 
method or they'll be tough, 
leathery and hard to digest. 
... brown eggs and white eggs 
have the same food value? Re- 
gional preference dictates price. 
In New England, for example, 
brown eggs are more expensive, 
while in other sections of the 
country white eggs are higher. 


Fluffy Omelet Creole 


2 tablespoons quick-cooking tapioca 
3% teaspoon salt 
14 teaspoon pepper 
3% cup milk 

1 tablespoon butter or margarine 

4 egg whites 

4 egg yolks 

Creole Sauce 


Combine first four ingredients in sauce- 
pan. Cook over medium heat, stirring 
constantly, until mixture comes to a 
full boil. Add butter; remove from heat. 
Let cool slightly. Beat egg whites until 
stiff. Beat egg yolks until thick and 
lemon colored. Add tapioca mixture to 
egg yolks; mix well. Fold into egg 
whites. Turn into hot, buttered 10” 
frying pan or omelet pan. Cook over 
low heat three minutes. Bake in mod- | 
erate oven (350°) 15 minutes or until 
inserted knife comes out clean. If 
baked in skillet, cut across center at 
right angles to handle, being careful 
not to cut all the way through. Fold 
carefully from handle to opposite side; 
turn out on hot platter. Lift top gently, 
fill with hot Creole Sauce. Makes from 
four to six servings. 


Rolled Omelet Louisiana 


2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
6 eggs 
6 tablespoons water 
V4 teaspoon salt 
Few grains pepper 
Shrimp Sauce 


Melt butter or margarine in 10” frying 
pan. Beat eggs slightly; add water, salt 
and pepper. Cook over low heat until 
eggs set on bottom of pan. Lift edge 
and tilt pan so that some of the un- 


cooked egg mixture flows under cooked 
eggs. Repeat until omelet is cooked 
through and brown on bottom.

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Connie Francis, Star at 21, 
Says She's ‘Just Starting’

NEW YORK, June 4. 
ONNIE FRANCIS is a small, dark- 
haired 21-year-old girl—one of those 
recording stars who have had fantastic 
success with the teenage audience. 

She has sold 11,000,000 records in two 
years; has her own music publishing com- 
pany which her father runs, employs 10 
people including a manager, an account- 
ant, a lawyer, a secretary, a press agent, 
a pianist, an arranger, a dress designer and 
a hairdresser. 

She has night club engagements from 
coast to coast; is currently off to make 
personal appearances in Europe, her fourth 
such trip in a year and a half. She also 
just signed a new contract to appear on 
five Ed Sullivan shows, the first one on 
Sunday, June 12. 

Miss Francis is a precocious girl, wise 
beyond her years. She is frighteningly con- 
fident, endlessly ambitious and has no in- 
tention of being a flash in the pan. 

"I'M ONLY BEGINNING,” she said. "| 
guess there are people who think I've hit 
the top and soon I'l] be starting on the 
way down. They're wrong. | haven't even 
started. I've got the teenagers and | want 
to keep them. But now I'm going after the 
older people so I'll have both.” 

To this end, she recently recorded the 
album “Connie Francis Sings Italian Favor- 
ites,’ which features the hit record, 
“Mama.” It has proven to be a great 
favorite with the over-teenage group. 

This slip of a girl, who stands five-feet- 
one, was born Connie Franconero in. New- 
ark, N.J., the daughter of a roofing con- 
tractor who had no ambition Beyond 
making a comfortable living for his family. 
Her mother is a gentle, soft-spoken house 
wife, the antithesis of the aggressive stage 
mother. 

"Il don't know where | got all this drive," 


said Miss Francis. “Sometimes they don't. 


know what to make of me at home. All 
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| think about is the music business and 
getting ahead. | don't have any time for 
things other girls care about. I'm not at 
all interested in boys my own age. The 
trouble is there are so few men. No mat- 
ter what their age, they're all boys.” 


MISS FRANCIS said it seems difficult 
for people to believe she is completely hap- 
py with her life as it is now. 

"I'm so excited about what is happening 
to me. | walk and talk and eat and sleep 
my work, and | love all of it. But people 
are always probing around, trying to find 
out if I'm really happy. They seem deter- 
mined to believe that underneath I'm 
miserable. But believe me, I'm having a 
ball.” 

She first became interested in music when 
her father taught her to play the concer- 
tina as a small child and she began play- 
ing and singing at church benefits and 
clubs. Her singing career was officially 
launched when she won an Arthur Godfrey 
Talent Scouts Show at the age of 12, sing- 
ing “Daddy's Little Girl." 

"My father has always been very im- 
portant to my career,” she said. “He is 
uncanny about knowing what songs | should 
record. He can pick a hit every time | 
wouldn't record anything without his okay.” 

Connie, her parents and brother, a law 
student, live in a pleasant, modest, split- 
level house in Bloomfield, N.J. She said 
she has few extravagances but she is con- 
sidering buying a larger, more elegant 
house. 

‘| JUST TREATED myself to my first 
real luxury, a full length mink coat, but | 
don't care for jewelry and | have no time 
for shopping. | tried to buy my father a 
car for his birthday, but he wouldn't 
take it." 

Connie was an honor student at Belleville, 
N.J., High where she was graduated with 
a scholarship to study medicine at New 
York University. She gave this up after a 
few months because she realized that the 
music business meant more to her than 
medicine. 

She admires Judy Garland as a performer 


above all other women singers, but she 
studies them all, taking extensive notes 
which she files for future reference. 


"| don't waste energy worrying about my 
competition,’ she said. ‘'l like to see all 
the women singers work and | always know 
what the hit records are and how they're 
selling. There is nothing | don't know about 
the record business, but | don't spend any 
valuable time figuring out how they're do- 
ing. | just concentrate on what I'm doing." 

She has absolutely no time for play and 
this is the way she wants it. ‘Il don't want 
to play. | want to work," she said. 


HER NEXT MAJOR front will probably 
be a movie, Joseph Pasternak's ‘Where 
The Boys Are.'’ She has never made a movie 
but she isn't the least intimidated at the 
prospect. 

"I've never acted professionally,” she 


said, "but I'm sure | can do it. After all, 
| act 24 hours a day." 


There is also some talk about her making 
her dramatic debut on television, but Con- 
nie is cautious. 

"I've been offered my own television 
series, she said, ‘but I'm not really inter- 
ested. It would have to be the absolutely 
perfect format for me to even consider 
it, and not every week either. Once a 
month, maybe." 


That's in a kind of conversational league 
with Jack Benny and Jackie Gleason and 
Dinah Shore. 

The lady may be only 21, but she seems 
to know where she's heading, and how to 
get there. Regarding her own adeptness, 
she quotes her father: "You have to get up 
early in the morning to get there before 
Connie."

F ANY ACTOR ever had a TV show put 
together as though it were done for 
his own enjoyment, Eddie Hodges is the 
lad. And he gets paid for enjoying it.

The 13-year-old 
singing performer, who came to attention 
two years ago in Broadway's "The Music 
Man” and has been in demand ever since, 
plays a 10-year-old whose wishes come 
true in his dream world. 
“Boris Karloff is one person I've always 
wanted to meet," Eddie said, "and he is 


one of the actors in the show. People 
always told me how nice he was, but it 
was a little hard for me to believe because 
| only knew him through seeing him in 
horror pictures. Well, he really is nice, 


and I'm pretty lucky to be able to work 
with him.” 

Margaret Hamilton also is on the show. 

"| saw her twice in that movie, ‘The 
Wizard of Or,'" Eddie said. "You know, 
she played the wicked witch who melted 
away. | often wondered how that was done. 
Well, she told me about it, and she is 
real nice, too. 


“AND BERT LAHR is just swell. You 
know, he was in ‘the Wizard of Oz' too— 
the cowardly lion—and I've always wanted 
to meet him. I've learned a lot of old 
vaudeville tricks from him while working 
on this TV show. You know what he did? 
After we had finished taping the show, 
Mr. Lahr shook my hand and said, ‘Eddie, 
| want you to know you go high on the 
list of troupers I've worked with.’ 

"There's Hugh O'Brien, too. | never 
dreamed I'd get to work with him. Gee, 
| never miss one of his ‘Wyatt Earp’ ad- 
ventures if | can help it. 1 guess I'm 
pretty lucky.” 

Despite the fact that he has been work- 
ing on the stage, in television and in the 
movies almost without interruption for close 
to three years, Eddie's parents have kept 
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him at home in Flushing, Long Island, as 
much as possible. The main concession 
has had to be that he does his studying 
with a tutor from 9 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. 
daily because his performance schedule 
makes regular school classes impossible. 


"You know, having a tutor can some- 
times be not so much fun," Eddie said. 
"If you're in school and the teacher asks 
a question you don't feel like answering, 
you can sort of slump down in your seat 
until somebody else answers. But with the 
tutor, I'm the whole class and | can't get 
away with anything." 

The boy star made one alteration in the 
script while the TV show was in rehearsal. 
He had a scene with Karloff, who was 
pretending to be Captain Hook of "Peter 
Pan," in which he grabbed Karloff's arm 
and was supposed to say, ‘Now, just a 
darned minute." Eddie objected that 
"darned" was too strong for the 10-year-old 
he was playing, and it was deleted.
